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THE RURAL INDUSTRIES BUREAU 


F our wishes could attain for us what we seek, outside 
of the changes developed through the ever-increasing 
mechanical methods of industry, we should most of 
us desire to preserve those traditional industries which 
are so much part of the ancient and hereditary life 

of the country. There was a composure of outlook, a beauty 
wen percolating through the old methods, which had a unifying 
efiect on life. To-day there is the feeling, quite apart from 
the economic necessity of finding some way of recovery for 
rural industries, of a loss on the human side. We are, there- 
fore, glad to learn of the impetus given to the Rural Industries 
Bureau by the formation of Rural Industries Sub-Committees 
of County Councils and of Rural Community Councils, in 
various counties, aided by a grant from the Ministry of Agri- 
colture. Rural Community Councils are now dealing with 
the development of rural industries in the counties of Kent, 
West Sussex, Cambridgeshire, Somerset and other counties. 

The Bureau concentrated first on the trade of the country 
blacksmith, and we are told that its efforts have achieved 
a considerable measure of success. Many smiths have intro- 
duced machine tools and power plant, enabling them to under- 
take repairs to agricultural machinery, &c., in an efficient 
manner. We are told that one firm of welding plant manu- 
lacturers alone has disposed of plants to over a thousand 
blacksmiths. There is, of course, another side to all this. 
In conversation with a blacksmith, who was using for shoeing 
purposes horseshoes produced through mass production, we were 
told that the shoe forged in the smithy itself was a much better 
thing, and gave the horse a better fit in better form. Coming 
from a man with years of practise in a country smithy, this 
leaves room for thought. The revival of hand-wrought iron- 
work, which had so long ceased to be produced through the 
ordinary labours of the smithy, has received a further impetus 
in recent exhibitions, such as the first London exhibition of 
smith’s wrought-iron work, which took place at the Vassar 
Galleries in Kensington, organised in co-operation with the 
Bureau. There was certainly much to interest us in this 
exhibition, which we reviewed at the time. The danger lies 
in any appearance of “ artiness,” in not resting content with 
what the metal will legitimately permit, and we had to observe 
that the traditional methods were a little overlaid with the 
fussy pretentions of what would, we suppose, be designated as 
"decorative *’ art—a word of such abuse that we could wish 
it ceased to trouble us. The Bureau has done a helpful thing 
in preparing some thirty designs and working drawings of useful 
wrought-iron articles, such as fire-irons, fenders, fire-dogs and 
grates, lamp stands, candlesticks, &c. Blue and white prints 
of these are provided and can be obtained by working smiths 
on request. This should prove a corrective to vagary, and 
‘cure that some discipline of taste is maintained, and this is 
observable in the examples we have seen. 

In addition to propaganda and demonstrations, it has been 
possible to form, under the wgis of the Rural Community 
Council, a Co-operative credit and trading society, aided by an 
ital guarantee from the Development Fund, which enables 
“olne credit facilities to be offered to country smiths and others. 
While the Oxfordshire Society confined its operations to supply- 
ng plant to blacksmiths, the Kent Society is now in a position 
7 aid any kind of country craftsman judged to be suitable. 
a s work in close touch with the Rural Industries 
aa _— furnish the Bureau with any information the 
aa "3 require. Thus we see, growing throughout the

te glad to see the efforts made to give greater oppor- 


tunity to hand-wrought craftsmanship, as well as support 
through new directions in accessory side lines. 

An influence to which we have been glad to call 
attention in these columns for sustaining the prestige of hand 
work and extending the field for it, lies in the increase of 
number of the personal workers in small country workshops. 
There is no doubt the field for these is enlarging. Scattered 
throughout the country there are already a number of such 
workers, in pottery, printing, weaving, basket-making and other 
industries, who are able to maintain themselves and employ 
local workers. In this way there is being implanted among 
the rural communities an appreciation of methods and products, 
and the personal pleasure to be derived through such pro- 
duction. If to restore the joy in industry is perhaps the 
gravest problem our civilisation has to face, such activities— 
however modest at present—are an important contribution to 
it, and the leaven gradually extending may—operating at the 
same time as the Rural Industries Bureau pursues its useful 
work—fortify it through the evidence that the machine is not to 
be wholly victorious over us, but that there remains appreciation 
of the subtler, more human magic of the hand. Recent collec- 
tive exhibitions by groups of craftsmen held in London and 
elsewhere tend to increase, and it is to extensions in these 
directions that we must look for results. 

The inquiry into the future of rural saddlery is the subject 
of a very interesting leaflet issued by the Rural Industries 
Bureau. In the case of the rural saddler we are told “ it is 
the advent of the motor-car that has brought him to a stand- 
still, and it is only by moving with the times that he can hope 
to prosper.” How far this means doing something else, time 
only can show, but it seems abundantly clear that his prospects 
of getting a trade out of decorative leatherwork, both as regards 
making the articles as well as selling them at a profitable price, 
is quite outside any practical probability. On the other hand 
the revival of agriculture should stimulate again a demand 
which has nearly ceased, otherwise the only prospect before 
him seems to lie in developing side lines to his business. 
As the carriage builder has transferred his business to the 
motor-car industry, so, it is suggested, the country saddler 
should direct his activity in like directions, which appears 
to mean that he is to cease being a saddler! If so, we 
regret the loss of so highly skilled and traditional a craft, with 
all its interesting associations. It is suggested that the garage 
mechanic has taken the place which might in degree have 
become that of the saddler’s by his greater energy and intelli- 
gence in grasping business opportunities. This appears to 
suggest that the salesman is to supersede the craftsman ; 
that mass production having replaced his work he should fill 
in the gap by becoming its agent! “ Adaptations to changing 
conditions ” sounds well, but when it involves the decay of a 
skilled and traditional craftsmanship of the hand, we are left 
with a doubt as to whether the ends we are seeking have as much 
in them for the benefit and amelioration of human conditions 
as those old but now unobserved characteristics out of which 
traditional craftsmanship was developed in past ages. 

The Bureau, in conjunction with other movements, such 
as that recently inaugurated by the R.I.B.A. for the preserva- 
tion of rural amenities, the 8.P.A.B., the Scapa Society and 
others, all tend to concentrate on different aspects of what 
is really one and the same problem, reacting on each other, 
and the expression of a deep-set feeling that there are 
attributes in the hereditary and ancient life of the country 
essential to our well-being to-day, and that our task is to fill 
in again the gap between this and the more feverish mechanical 


outlook of our own time.

FIvE or six new cathedrals 

New are actually in contempla- 
Cathedrals. tion for the new Dioceses, 
formed out of the sub- 

division of the larger dioceses, and sugges- 
tions are made for these, in public corre- 
spondence on the subject—some wise, 
some not so wise. It is very important 
that the way should be prepared through 
the better conceptions which are now 
becoming more generally held. Practical 
utility and architectural beauty are not 
opposed, nor does the need of economy 
preclude either. These are not objections, 
but, on the contrary, may be of advantage 
to the work. We may take to heart the 


example of Professor Ragnor Ostberg and 
Swedish architecture, which, while so 
redolent of its national traditions, is yet 
so rich in contemporary expression. 
May we not witness here the advantage 
of the closer co-operation of architect 
with painter, sculptor and other allied 
craftsmen, working in actual co-operation 
together, not as employer and employed, 
but as mutual workers consulting, revising 
and building up the work together? 
Properly understood this implies no 
derogation of the position of the architect 
in charge, only the strengthening of it. 


THE leading article in The 
ae Times of December 20 on 
Cathedrals. this subject stressed many 

points that are as yet little 
understood by the layman. For example, 

that the medieval cathedral was built, 
altered, and enlarged, with as strict an 
eye to practical utility as any modern 
motor garage ; that the modern architect 
is mainly concerned with the practical 
public buildings for secular purposes, and 
hence finds small chance of letting fancy 
run riot in the “ornament” upon which 
architectural beauty so little depends. 
The great thing is not to be afraid, and one 
feels that half our difficulty in building of 
every kind is that the public, not knowing 
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its own mind, feels “that there are 
no living English architects capable of 
designing a cathedral.” It is this lack of 
confidence, arising from a lack of know- 
ledge and discrimination, that is holding 
us back almost as much as any other 
factor.

there has been added to the 
Bill lodged at the Private Bill Office 
for the commercial development of the 
Foundling Hospital site, a clause which 
reads, “ The Company shall not erect 
any building over the site of Brunswick- 
square-garden or Mecklenburgh-square- 
garden.” It is to be regretted if this 
effort to placate the public, silences 
opposition to the proposal to establish 
a commercial undertaking—as Covent 
Garden Market—on the site of the old 
Foundling Hospital. Were the Market 
to be removed to Bloomsbury, it would 
certainly be against the market people’s 
wish, but this unwillingness on their part 
would hardly help in the matter if the 
condition of Covent Garden’s surrounding 
streets were reproduced in those quiet 
Bloomsbury squares. The fact of the 
gardens of Brunswick and Mecklenburgh 
squares being left unbuilt-on would not 
save the area from being lowered in tone 
through the presence of carts and vans 
and the whole accumulation of rubbish 
indigenous, though probably necessary, 
to a market. What is picturesque in 
Long Acre might be the reverse in 
Bloomsbury. We feel it clearly to be 
the duty of every person to whom beauty 
appeals to spare no effort to ensure that 
the use to which the Foundling Hospital 
site eventually be put, shall be an adorn- 
ment to Bloomsbury and not a handicap.

England. As is well known, 
it is desired, if possible, that building 
designs should be more controlled either 
by making full use of existing powers 
under the Town-Planning Acts, or by the 
force of public opinion expressed by 
advisory panels of architects and persons 
ot taste, or possibly by further legislation. 
There is some surprise that on the Council 
which is now considering the adoption of 
a policy in matters that closely affect the 
building industry there are no represen- 
tative builders. Although possibly their 
assistance would be necessarily limited, 
yet it certainly seems desirable that their 
views at any rate should be consulted. 
One suggestion for carrying into effect the 
ideals of the C.P.R.E., is to be further 
investigated. One or two speculative 
builders during the last seven years have 
succeeded in making arrangements with 
landlords owning agricultural land not yet 
ripe for development. They have not 
actually bought the land, but have agreed 
to pay a small annual sum on the condition 
that they may have the option to purchase 
at an agreed price in the future. This 
gives them virtual contro! over the lané, 
but until they wish to build, the present 
owner is in possession. It is suggested 
that it powers were given to local authori- 
ties to make similar arrangements for 
land, over which they wish to preserve 
control, the expense to the ratepayers 
would be far lower than either buying 
outright or giving compensation.

Lovers ot Borrowdale and 
the Rosthwaite Valley, 
towards which the road 
from Keswick, by the side 
of Derwentwater, leads, in ceaseless 
variations of loveliness of woods and lake 
and towering mountain-side, will regret 
that so matchless and beautiful a roadway 
should even now be in course of mutila- 
tion. It seems almost impossible to 
believe that in order to give greater traffic 
facilities, for charabancs, &c., this road 
through Borrowdale, after passing Grange, 
its bridges and little Manor House, is now 
being levelled and widened, its rocky 
sides mutilated to provide facilities so 
damaging to the very objects for which 
they are sought. For the road has no 
exit, and is the way only to Rosthwaite 
Valley, serves no need but what is local, 
or the desire to dwell amid its beauties. 
This road, as it enters Borrowdale, has 
seemed hitherto to those who love it a 
part of nature, rising and falling rhyth- 
mically with the contours of the ground, 
from which there were displayed succes- 
sions of ever-varying scenery ot cataract, 
valley and mountain height. This cruel 
surgery of the road in such a place ought 
to be stopped, for the security of this 
inheritance of natural beauty is of more 
account than the traffic and commercial 
interests concerned.

We must none the less 
put our chief dependence on the real 
things. Further authorities, constantly 
multiplying and with enlarged execu- 
tive powers, are rather like medicine, no 
sign of health, but of the lack of it. And 
though those who are sick have need of 


the physician, we have also to bear in 
mind that an educated democracy is the 
only permanent security that a nation 
Will value th est things. As a writer in 
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a contemporary states: “ The faith some 
people have in the plenary inspiration of 
any body democratically elected seems to 
me pathetic.’”” The danger, he says, “ of 
regional authorities is that they will give 
our countryside not beauty, but an endless 
repetition of a few ‘standard designs ’ of 
house and cottage officially approved as 
‘ artistic.’ ” 


ParTIcULARS that have 

on been published concerning 
Skyscraper. the proposed New York 
super-skyscraper indicate 

that this building is to rise 1,208 ft. above 
the pavement and will contain 110 stories, 
thus surpassing the Eiffel Tower. We 
note that one of the arguments adduced 
in favour of this structure is that it will, 
near the top, provide clean air and 
light for the occupants. Its validity 
is dependent upon the assumption that 
everybody will work on the upper floors 
and that there will be no workers in 
adjacent buildings under eclipse from this 
giant. In other words, we must suppose 
that a large area of the city will be more 
fortunately housed near the summit of 
this new building and that the immediate 
neighbourhood, especially towards the 
north, will be deserted. There may be 
better arguments for these monstrous 
buildings, but we sincerely hope that the 


fashion will not be introduced into 
Europe.

a building would require a 
dome about 80 ft. in diameter, and seats 
for 600 people. Already twelve large 
towns in Germany are, or are about to be, 
equipped with these buildings, and by 
their means it is possible to teach the 
movements of heavenly bodies in a highly 
attractive and interesting manner. No 
one who has not seen a model of the 
planetary orbits can understand why 
Mars, with its nearly circular orbit, should 
apparently describe a series of loops, and 
all the celestial phenomena that may take 
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years in actuality can be pertormed in a 
few minutes in a Planetarium. The 
design of such a building would appear to 
present an interesting problem to archi- 
tects, one demanding considerable origin- 
ality of treatment. 


TxE long-suffering -pedes-

chances that roundabout 
traffic has brought with it. There can be 
no doubt that speeding up the traffic has 
added immensely to the dangers of the 
street and that serious action will have to 
be taken to deal with the new situation. 
The pedestrian does not take kindly to 
subways, owing, no doubt, to the exertion 
of walking up and down stairs, but once 
the habit is formed he will find that the 
subway represents a saving of time as well 
as a material saving of anxiety. The 
subway at the Bank has for years been 
used to the benefit of the streets overhead, 
and we are of opinion that if new subway 
entrances were well lighted up at night, 
and if suitable notices were displayed in 
the daytime, the public would quickly 
form the habit of diving underground at 
dangerous centres. The overhead cross- 
ing has had its advocates, but we should 
remember that the headroom required in 
a subway is only half that necessary for 
a street, and hence the subway need 
have only halt as many stairs.

Harrington House. 

In view of the discussion in the Press concern- 
ing the purchase by the Government of 
Harrington House, Westminster, for the purpose 
of erecting an automatic telephone exchange on 
the site, the First Commissioner of Works has 
issued a statement in which he says that “ every 
effort will be made to incorporate the fagade, 
and, if possible, the staircase, in the new build- 
ing, as these are the only features of any real 
interest. But this involves serious questions of 
construction and rights of light, which may 
prove insuperable.” 

Removal of Old Lakeland Bridge. 

After a good many years of agitation, com- 
mittees representing the Cumberland and 
Westmorland County Councils recently came 
to an arrangement by which in certain circum- 
stances Kamont Bridge, one of the oldest bridges 
in the Lake District, will be removed and a 
larger one substituted of reinforced concrete, at 
a cost of £40,000. The existing bridge has to 
carry the whole of the main road traffic 
between the South and Scotland, yet it is only 
18 ft. wide, with a big hump in the middle, and 
on the north side there is a sharp drop before 
rising for the steep Kemplay Bank. 

Ancient Monuments of Huntingdonshire. 

The tenth interim report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Ancient and Historical Monu- 
ments and Constructions of England (Cmd. 2773, 
H.M. Stationery Office, 2d. net), deals with the 
ancient monuments of Huntingdonshire. A 
list is given of those “especially worthy of 
preservation,’’ which includes seven earthworks 
and Roman remains, 25 parish churches, and 
13 secular monuments. The Commission states 
that it has inquired into 1,221 monuments in 
102 parishes. A full inventory of the monu- 
ments, as an illustrated volume, will be issued 
as a@ separate publication. Among the secular 
monuments are Huntingdon Bridge, a four- 
teenth - century structure, Ramsey Abbey, 
Kimbolton Castle, and bridges at St. Neots 
and St. Ives. It is announced that the next 
inventory of the Commission will deal with 
the County of Hereford, and will be followed 
by the third and concluding volume of the 
County of London. 


Sculpture and Landscape Architecture. 
The place of sculpture in landscape architec- 
ture was the subject of a lecture given recently 
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before the British Society of Scuiptors by Mr. 
T. H. Mawson, of Lancaster, formerly a member 
of the Royal Fine Arts Commission. Owing to 
the ill-health of the author the lecture was read 
by his son, Mr. J. W. Mawson. Mr. Mawson 
gave examples to show that ‘“ miserable plaster 
casts from the antique”’ were being placed in 
the wrong positions in our public and private 
gardens. Over and over again he had seen some 
satisfactory composition of landscape or archi- 
tecture spoiled by the introduction of a piece of 
sculpture totally out of keeping with its sur- 
roundings. In a private garden he suggested 
that the quality of restfulness was essential. 
Where was there, asked Mr. Mawson, a municipal 
cemetery in which the bulk of the memorial 
sculpture was not of such a kind as to revolt 
every person of even ordinary taste ? Even in 
Westminster Abbey there was a mass of unin- 
spired and uninspiring stone carving. 

Mr. Mawson suggested to local authorities who 
were carrying out slum clearances that small 
town gardens could be made attractive. Little 
vacant scraps of land, most of which are in the 
hands of municipalities, could be made into 
delightful oases with paving, tasteful disposi- 
tions of sculpture, and carved stone boxes for 
bay trees. 


The Royal Institute of the Architects of Irelan¢. 

The annual general meeting of the Roye! 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland was held 
in the Council Chamber of the Institute on 
December 16, the president, Mr. J. W. Webb, 
F.R.1.A.I., in the chair. The president declared 
the following duly elected as the Council for 
the ensuing year: Messrs. T. J. Byrne, Gec. 
Beckett, Fredk. Hayes, T. J. Cullen, F. F. 
Strahan, W. A. Dixon, R. M. Butler, F. G. 
Hicks and L. F. Giron. The hon. secretary, 
Mr. J. J. Robinson, read the annual report, 
which covered the proceedings of the Council 
during 1926. It appears that the question of 
registration has not advanced during the past 
twelve months owing to causes beyond the 
Council’s control. The difficulty that has 
arisen in connection with the recognition by 
the Royal Institute of British Architects of the 
Ulster Society of Architects remains unsur- 
mounted. A clause in the report dealing with 
the Council's action in relation to the under- 
taking of private practice by public officials 
was discussed at some length and was ultimately 
amended unanimously and the report was 
adopted. Mr. C. H. Mitchell, hon. treasurer, 
read the financial statement. After criticisms 
by members of the method of valuing the 
Institute property and a direction that in 
future a qualified auditor should be employed, 
the statement was unanimously passed. A 
subsequent meeting was held to consider the 
question of increasing the annual subscriptions 
of Fellows and Members of the Institute. After 
some discussion it was resolved that the sub- 
scription of the Fellows should be increased 
and that other subscriptions should remain as 
at present.

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MOSAIC IN ARCHITECTURAL DECORATION

Tue fourth century A.D. saw mosaic intro- 
duced into Byzantine religious architecture. But 
the art of mosaic itself existed long before. It 
is ceftain this craft had flourished in ancient 
Greece’and the discoveries at Olympia leave no 
doubt about it. Diodoros, in his description of 
the monumental chariot which carried 
Alexander’s remains to Egypt mentions its 
marvellous decorations in mosaic. 

In the earliest Christian times mosaic pictures 
were used to represent the story of Christ and 
the Old Testament, and this accounts for the 
belief that mosaic is exclusively a religious 
medium. Coloured moulded glass was used in 
Egypt, the cubes being inserted in stone, wood 
or metal, and the technique of the first Alex- 
andrian miniatures denotes clearly where the 
artists found their source of inspiration. 

In Byzantine architecture the vaults and 
walls which were decorated were built in small, 
unsightly materials necessitating a facing with 
a richer fabric, and certainly the Eastern taste 
for colour was mainly responsible for the medium 
employed. Rome used mosaic to decorate 
horizontal surfaces, floors, while Byzantium used 
mosaic to ornament vertical surfaces. Mosaic as 
a medium of ecclesiastical decoration appeared 
for the first time at Spalato, though it is generally 
believed that the mausoleum of St. Constance in 
Rome was the first monument to be decorated 
in mosaic. 

There is no doubt that after the edict of Milan 
in}a.p. 313, which gave to Christians the freedom 
of their religion, churches started having their 
brick walls faced with magnificent mosaics, 
the lowest part of the walls being always covered 
with marble, which is a hard-wearing material. 


Generally speaking, these mosaics have proved 
an inexhaustible source of documents on the life 
and costumes of the early medisval period. 

As soon as Honorius transferred the seat of 
his empire to Ravenna, Byzantine art began to 
develop in an astonishing way. The mausoleum 
of Galla Placidia, daughter of Theodosius the 
Great and sister of Honorius, is one of the most 
remarkable monuments of that period, with its 
blue backgrounds and ornaments of Greek and 
Roman tradition. It may be said that Ravenna 
possesses two types of monuments decorated in 
mosaic. The mausoleum of Galla Placidia of 
the Byzantine type issued from Persian architec- 
ture, and St. Apollinare Nuove of Syrian influence 
from Antioch. The latter possesses some of the 
finest mosaics, the procession of virgins and 
saints most admirable in their general com- 
position and marvellous in their ordinance. The 
tessere follow the construction of the drawing 
of the figures, and the smallest detail has been 
thoroughly considered. If the effect of such 
monuments is so complete, it is that the 
technique of mosaic, its réle, and therefore its 
composition were adequately understood. 

First, the wall was prepared with a rough coat 
of cement, on which a second one, often coloured, 
was applied. Colour was used in order to avoid 
cement joints being apparent. The cubes used 
were chipped off from strips of semi-translucent 
glass paste coloured with metallic oxides. Gold 
or silver cubes were manufactured by applying a 
very thin leaf of either metal on the enamel and 
covered afterwards with glass. The craftsman 
using the hammer cut off his bevel-edged squares 
according to his requirements. Some of the 
cubes used for the mausoleum of Galla Placidia

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and mosaic have been associated in a peculiar 
and harmonious way, producing a special style 
and grouping in one building, Byzantine, 
Saracenic and French influences. This is 
explained by the fact that the Arabs con- 
quered Sicily in 827. But the perpetual 
quarrels between Arabs and Berbers brought 
Robert and Roger, sons of Tancred de Haute- 
ville, who became the new masters of Sicily 
(1061-1090). The Palatine Chapel was begun 
in 1132 by Roger II, a son of Roger, and is a 
real gem of colour 
The Arabic conquest introduced the art of 
geometrical patterns, the marvellous com- 
bination of straight and curved lines, and thus 
he Greek artists who had no field of work in 
heir own country after the edict of Leon the 
isaurian, in 726, forbidding the representation 
of figures in sacred monuments, found a new 
source of inspiration in Southern Italy, and a 
whole region between Taranto, Brindisi and 
Ancona is scattered with luxurious churches. 
The French princes supported this flourishing 
new art with very happy results. 
While the Palatine Chapel is a pure master- 
piece of mosaic, Monreale, in Sicily, though a 
more important edifice, lacks the mastership 
lisplayed in the former, Native artists tried to 
ree themselves from foreign craftsmen, but the 
esult of this praiseworthy effort was unsuccess- 
ful. Precious stones, blue, white, red and 
black enamelled cubes were used, the same 
method of decoration being employed for the 
pulpit in the Cathedral of Salerno. Many 
examples of mosaic art are to be found in Rome. 
In the middle of the seventh century Rome was 
almost a Byzantine town. From 606 to 741 
thirteen Popes, Greek or Syrians, occupied 
St. Peter’s throne. Civil servants and refugees 
fleeing from the Arab, established a large 
colony grouped round the Church of Sta. Maria 
in Cosmedin at the foot of the Aventine. 
Naturally this influx from the East had its 
influence on local art. The mosaics of St. 
Cosmas and Damianus, executed by order of 
Felix IV (506-530), were the last monument of 
classic Roman tradition. After that, Byzantine

One has 
only to compare a mosaic dating from the 
sixteenth century, and representing St. Gemi- 
nianus, with earlier figures in order to realise 
the depth of difference in technique, expression 
and treatment. But with the exception of the 
later work, St. Mark’s offers a remarkable 
ensemble of fine craftsmanship. The way 
certain figures were treated is worth mentioning, 
as it shows to what extent the technique con- 
tributes to the effect. In the South transept 
the group of priests assisting the archbishop 
have their heads outlined azainst the side 
near the columns in order to bring them forward, 
while on the side of the gold background no

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line exists. This method of outlining figures 
was quite usual when the next figure was 
treated in a close tonality. 

The eleventh century was rich in mosaic 
ensembles. St. Luc in Phoeide, where the 
influence of the miniatures of the Menologue of 
Basil II is quite evident, the Nea Moni, in the 
island of Chios, a wonderful specimen of rich 
colours, the se of Daphne, and St. 
Sophia in Kief, are the foremost works of mosaic 
art of that period. Vladimir, Prince of Kief, 
converted to Christianism in 989, and his son, 
Jaroslav, are responsible for the penetration of 
Byzantine art in Russia. Kief itself possesses 
about 400 churches, and naturally some unavoid- 
able changes in the technique of mosaics took 
place. Light colours were predominant, impres- 
sionism was favoured,and the effect of the pictur- 
esque much sought after. 

The churches of Serres in Macedonia, Vatopedi 
in Mount Athos, St. Just at Trieste, and St. 
Sophia at Salonica are other species of the same 
epoch. These two periods of mosaic art repre- 
sent the two finest styles. The characteristics of 
the early mosaics of the fifth and sixth centuries 
are: Blue backgrounds, figures dressed in white 
draperies, usually isolated and attitudes inspired 
by classical statuary. There is more indi- 
vidualism in the design, more picturesque in 
the detail. Silver backgrounds appear for the 
first time in St. Sophia, Constantinople, and 
Sinai. 

Under the Macedonian emperors gold back- 
grounds are predominant, with figures dressed 
in dark draperies. The main object of the 
design is the decorative effect. The composition 
of groups is either symmetrical round a central 
figure or asymmetrical. The expression of 
the figures has been described by Kondakof as 
belonging to three types—the angel type, the 
prophet, and the apostle type. Of course,\ in 
all these compositions a certain mysticism was 
greatly responsible for the treatment and

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expression of mosaic figures. The influence of 
the church brought always a tendency to glorify 
asceticism, hence austere, half-starved figures, 
with solemn and hard countenances. Physical 
beauty is non-existent. This influence even sur- 
vived much later in the paintings of El Greco. 

After the thirteenth century, frescoes and 

intings supplanted mosaics, and it is the 
Saline of the decadent era in this art. 
Kakryi-Djami is a notable example, while in 
Pisa and Florence mosaics are reserved for the 
tympans of doors. 

Mosaic in Northern countries was nothing else 
but an import, often thriving in an indifferent 
way. Mosaics having been introduced in 
Western Europe as an ecclesiastical medium, for 
a long time they had been reserved only for 
churches. Little by little they found their way 
into other buildings. Charles Garnier was the 
first to use mosaics in civic architecture. As 
there were no mosaicists in France, he had to 
bring craftsmen from Venice to decorate the 
vestibule to the foyer at the Opera in Paris. 

The tomb of Pasteur, the Church of Madeleine, 
N. de la Garde in Marseilles, and La Fourviére 
at Lyons provide typical examples of modern 
French mosaics. The decoration of the latter, 
though excellent in composition, expresses the 
wrong spirit in execution. The artist had too 
much in mind some decorative paintings of 
that period. But none of these ensembles 
has surpassed the Sacré Cour de Montmartre, 
perhaps the best examples of modern interior 
ecclesiastical decoration. Without being either 
@ replica or anemic copy of past masterpieces, 
it has a soul of its own, with its new technique, 
modern effects of colour and special treatment. 
Mosaic on marble background has been displayed 
in profusion, and this technique proves to be a 
French style in mosaic design. In fact, after the 
defeat of the Hohenstaufen by Charles d’Anjou 
in 1266, mosaics imlaid in marble were a current 
thing in the Napolitan kingdom. The tombs of 
Henry VI and Frederica II at Cefalu are deco- 
rated in this way. The altar of the cathedral of 
Ferentino, the pulpits in the cathedral of Sessa, 
and St. John of Ravello, are among many 
examples. 

Westminster Cathedral is the latest English 
ensemble of mosaics. There are many really 
fine compositions though one would regret the 
diversity of so many styles in mosaic treatments. 

In Germany mosaics have been used for 
restaurants, theatres, baths and other public 
buildings. The Paris exhibition contained 
varied applications of mosaics to decorative 
purposes: fountains, garden borders, pergolas, 
&c. But long before, Messrs. Gentil and Bourdet 
were responsible for many charming mosaic 
works. The water ponds of the Petit Palais, 
garden benches in the Champs Elysées, and the 
swimming baths of the Royal Automobile Club 
in London are among their contributions to a 
revival of this craft. 

What precedes is perhaps sufficient to 
demonstrate the proper use of mosaics. But 
mosaics should be used with discretion. It is 
not always necessary to deprive a fabric 
possessing its own character arising from the 
very texture of the material by facing it with 
mosaics, which may look unsympathetic and 
strange to the structure. 

In mosaic decoration the effect is obtained by 
the simplicity of the, design itself, and by the 
contrast of the gold or silver backgrounds, with 
distinctly different hues. The way in which 
contours are treated plays an important role, too. 
The shaping and disposition of the tessere 
following the lines of continuation of the design 
are of extreme importance. Finally, one must 
remember that in mosaic design colour is used 
to express reliefs or projections, and the less 
extravagant the shapes the better.

These premises, having elevations to Dering- 
street and Tenterden-street, lie between Bond- 
street and Hanover-square. They will be used 
for warehouses in the basement and sub-base- 
ment, with shops and showrooms on the ground 
and first floors, and showrooms and workrooms 
on the upper floors. The design of the elevation 
is based upon the maximum amount of voids 
allowed by the Building Act, and by sub-division 
into a number of small windows separated by 
brick piers it gives the maximum amount of 
light combined with the maximum clasticity of 
sub-division when the premises are occupied. 
The building is of fireproof construction through- 
out. The elevation is faced with Empire stone 
dressings on the ground floor and has an Empire 
stone cornice. The intermediate stories are 
faced with red brick with cast-iron panels and 
steel windows. Grey Cornish slates will be used 
for theroof. Messrs. T. P. Bennett, F.R.1.B.A., 
& Son are the architects. 

The general contractors are Messrs. John 
Marsland & Sons, and the following sub-contracts 
have been let :—Messrs. H. Young & Co., steel 
construction ; Empire Stone Co., artificial stone ; 
Crittals, metal windows; Malcolm McLeod, 
cast concrete stairs; Walter MacFarlane & Co., 
Ltd., Glasgow, cast-iron panels; Kingsmill Art 
Metal Co., metal entrance frames ; Dreadnought

House at Cotebrook, near Tarporley, Cheshire

ing country. It is built on the site of an old and 
decayed house, which had to be pulled down. 
The thatched roof of the new house is quite a 
novel feature in a house of this size in Cheshire.

The illustrations on page 1076 show the 
village of Kemsley, which has been designed 
to provide comfortable and attractive houses 
for the staff operating Messrs. Edward Lloyds’ 
new paper mills at Kemsley, and, while 
canveniently situated near the works, is suffi- 
ciently removed to keep the industrial and 
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residential portions distinct by taking advan. 
tage of the natural lie of the land to plan the 
roads and houses so that there is no direct 
view of the mill. This will be more com. 
pletely screened by spruce plantations planted 
at various points. A large open centre creen. 
with various smaller greens at different points. 
commands extensive views of Old Milton 
Church and the surrounding country beyond. 
Provision has been made within the villave for 
spacious playing fields, allotments, bowling 
greens, etc., and an open-air swimming bath, 
The roadways are constructed of reinforced 
concrete, and the pathways of artificial stone 
with gravel edgings, and separated from the 
roadway by grass margins in which a variety 
of flowering trees has been planted. A 
separate roadway has been planned to keep the 
heavy traific out of the village and give direct 
access from the main road to the mill. 

When completed the village will contain 
750 houses capable of accommodating approxi- 
mately 3,500 people. The first instalment, 
consisting of 176 houses, has been recently 
completed, and a further section is now in 
course of erection. The houses are of varying 
types, suited to the requirements of the various 
grades of employees. Accommodation in the 
first three grades comprises kitchen, living- 
room, scullery, parlour, and three bedrooms, 
with upstairs bathroom and usual offices; and 
the fourth grade contains, in addition, an extra 
bedroom and separate kitchen, with a garage 
to each house. Sites have been reserved in the 
Equare for an inn, a club, and a number of 
shops. 

Electric lighting and heating have been in- 
stalled in all houses. The street lighting is 
supplied by the Company's generating station 
at the mill, passing through the transformer 
house in the village. A fire station, served by 
a volunteer brigade drawn from the village, 
has been erected in a suitable position. The 
water supply is also obtained from inside the 
precincts of the village, and is taken from tlie 
Company's mill supply mains and pumped and 
stored in a reinforced concrete circular tower, 
with a capacity of 100,000 gallons and 55 ft. 
high above the ground to the top of the water 
chamber. Sewage and storm water are dealt 
with separately, the storm water being dis- 
charged into existing water courses at con- 
venient points. The sewage is carried from the 
village to the Company's own sewage disposal 
works, situated to the east of the mil] and 
adjoining the river. These works have been 
designed to operate on the bio-aeration or 
activated sludge principle, and at the moment 
only two sections have been constructed, 
sufficient for approximately 350 houses. Pro- 
vision has been made for doubling the works 
when the village is further developed. 

The whole of the scheme has been carried 
out to the designs and under the supervision of 
Messrs. Adams & Thompson, FF.S.I., P.P. 
and M.T.P.1., of 121, Victoria-street, S.W.1, 
in collaboration with Messrs. T. H. Mawson « 
Sons, of 26, Victoria-street, S.W.1, for the

Cotterell & Son, chartered civil engineers, 54, 
Victoria-street, 8.W.1, in connection witli the 
design and construction of the water supply 
and tower, sewerage and sewage disposal 
works. Mr. W. T. Davenport, F.S.I., of 32, 
Victoria-street, S.W.1, and Warrington, was 
the quantity surveyor for the whole of the 
works: and the contractors were Messrs. 
Bishop & Sons, Ltd., of Sittingbourne, for = 
houses, and Messrs. George Bell & 5ons, 0! 
Tottenham, for the engineering works.

EXPLAINED.—xXV 


By OSCAR FABER, 0O.B.E., D.Sc., M.Inst.C.E., ete. 


[EDITORIAL Note.—This series, which will be published in book form later, is in- 
tended te present the problem in so simple a form as to be readily understood by those 
having no special engineering training.] 


We dealt last time with the treatment 
of eccentric loading on a stanchion owing 
to the seating being on a flange bracket or 
a web bracket, the combined stress in 
either case being obtained by adding the 
stress due to the direct load to the stress 
due to bending. In practice our examples 
are generally considerably more compli- 
cated, as a stanchion generally carries more 
than one beam at each floor level, and it 
frequently happens that a flange connec- 
tion not only has the eccentricity due to 
the bracket, but the bracket may be moved 
sideways along the flange so as no longer 
to be on the centre line of the web. Revert- 
ing to the same stanchion as we considered 
in Fig. 33, the stress obtained with one 
flange connection with the 20 tons reaction 
and one web connection of the same 
amount would be as follows :—

This maximum stress would occur at the 
corner d in Fig. 35. At the corner ‘‘a’ 
there would be a tension amounting to 
.85 + .55 = 1.4 tons per sq. in., 

less the direct compression stress of 1 ton 
per sq. in., leaving a net tension stress of 
0.4 tons per sq. in. 

It frequently happens that four beams 
are carried at each floor level, though the 
reactions may be of differing amount. 
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Fre. 35. 

Thus Fig. 36 illustrates such a case in 
Which the reactions are figured on. Re- 
ferrin, first to the flange connections, it 
will be seen that the 10 tons on the left- 
hand side partially balances the 20 tons on 
the right, leaving only a bending moment 
of the remaining 10 tons multiplied by its 








proper eccentricities. Similarly the 30 tons 
at the top of the diagram is partially 
balanced by the 15 tons at the bottom, 
leaving only a bending moment of 15 tons 
multiplied by its proper eccentricity to be 
resisted. The due to these two 
bending moments would therefore be cal- 
culated and added to the stress due to the 
total load, which in this case amounts to 
75 tons. The bending moment due to these 
eccentricities is generally considered to 
have died out at the floor below, so that 
at this floor the load on the column from 
the upper floors is generally taken as con- 
centric, and the only bending moments are 
those due to the eccentricities of the beams 
at that particular floor level, so that while 
the column loads gradually increase as we 
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proceed downwards from floor to floor, the 
bending moments in the columns are fre- 
quently substantially the same at all floor 
levels, 

There are a good many matters in con- 
nection with this subject, of which a full 
treatment would be out of place in this 
series; but it may not be out of place to 
mention the points so that readers at any 
rate may know of their existence, even if 
they hardly feel competent to supply a 
correct mathematical solution. The first 
refers to the eccentricity of beams on 
columns. In the case of a beam sitting on 
a bracket, as shown in Fig. 33, the treat- 
ment given is substantially accurate, 
though the exact point of application of the 
load may vary to some extent from the 
centre of the bracket, but this is a small 
discrepancy. It will, however, be noticed 
that in this diagram the top flange of the 
girder is shown unconnected to the 
stanchion, so that the stanchion and the 
beam are free to deflect or bend according 
to their separate bending moments without 
the one member putting any restraint upon 
the other, and the treatment given is only 
approximately true for this case. 

In practice it is usual, for 
reasons, to connect the top flange of the 
girder to the stanchion by means of a top 
cleat, as shown in Fig. 37. This construc- 
tion makes the whole framework much 
more rigid and able to resist wind pressure

and other lateral forces; whereas obviously 
the construction shown in Fig. 33 would be 
comparable to a hinged connection and the 
structure would be free to sway unless 
otherwise prevented. 

The top cleat in the connection, though 
on many grounds desirable, undoubtedly 
very much complicates the question as to 
what is the proper bending moment or 
eccentricity on the column. If the beam, 
under the action of its load, is tending to 
deflect more than the column, as shown in 
Fig. 38, the effect will be that the rivets or 
bolts connecting the top cleat to the 
stanchion will be put into a state of ten- 
sion represented by a force P, and this 
force P, multiplied by the distance ‘‘ d,’’ 
is an additional bending moment producing 
eccentricity over and above that already 
given in the previous treatment. The 
possible value of this additional moment 
was frequently in practice limited by the 
strength of the top eleat or the rivets con- 
necting it. Thus, if the cleat is connected 
by two #-in. rivets having a safe load of 
2.4 tons each, the safe load on the rivets 
would be 4.8 tons. The yield point of the

rivets is generally between 2 to 24 times 
the safe load, so that 2} times 4.8 tons 
would at any rate appear to be the limiting 
value of P, and the additional bending 
moment, calculated on this basis, would at 
any rate be on the side of safety. It does 
not follow, however, that the introduction 
of the top cleat will always increase the 
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bending moment of the stanchion. It 


sometimes happens that the stanchion is 
more flexible, and likely to bend at the 
joint more than the beam, in which case 
making 


a rigid connection between the 
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stanchion and the beam may have the 
effect of introducing a compression at the 
point P, as shown in Fig. 39. In this case 
the bending moment due to the stiffness of 
the joint (M Pd) is clearly of opposite 
sign to the bending moment due to the 
eccentricity of the beam on the stanchion 
(M = W x e). 

The mathematical treatment of this 
matter is unfortunately not a very simple 
one, and the reader wishing to proceed 
further with it is recommended to study 
the treatment of bending moments in rein- 
forced concrete columns monolithic with 
beams, given in a companion volume, 
** Reinforced Concrete Simply Explained,” 
the problem being exactly analogous. He 
will find that the eccentricity is great in 
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where the column is stiff in com- 
parison with the beam and small in the 
contrary event, the stiffness of a member 
being proportional to its moment of inertia 
divided by its length. 

The next matter requiring to be at least 
mentioned is that the treatment of eccen- 
tricities or bending moments in columns 
illustrated in Fig. 33 assumed that the 
whole bending moment had to be reésisted 
by one column section. In actual practice 
this rarely obtains except at the extreme 
top of a stanchion, where it carries the 
beams from the roof and does not continue 
higher. At most of the lower floors the 
stanchion is continuous above and below 
the floor section, and the bending moment 
introduced by the beams is_ generally 
shared in the stanchion by the section im- 
mediately above and immediately below 
the floor. Where the story heights are 
equal and the stanchion goes up with con- 
stant section this moment will be shared 
equally by the section immediately above 
and below, so that the bending moment in 
such cases would be one-half the total 
moment introduced by the beams from that 
floor; but when the story heights are un- 
equal and the stanchion changes its section 
at a floor, the upper and lower sections of 
the stanchion wiil share the total bending 
moment in proportion to their stiffness, as 
defined a little higher up. It is unnecessary 
to pursue the matter in the present 
treatise. 

Fig. 40 shows the bending moment dia- 
gram in a stanchion eccentrically loaded by 
beams in the various floors, from which it 
will be seen that the bending moment is 
greatest at the floor and dies away to zero 
at some point, generally about half-way 
between the floors. 

It sometimes happens that a stanchion 
receives a bending moment or eccentric 
load at some point intermediate between 
its supports, as, for example, in the case 
of a stanchion carrying a bracket to receive 
a travelling crane, as shown in Fig. 41. 
In such cases, if *‘ We ”’ is the bending 
moment exerted by the bracket, this will 
be shared by the upper and lower sections 
of column in proportion to their length. 
This is easily done graphically by setting 
out the length a b and c d, equal to the 


cases 
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whole moment ‘‘ We,”’ joining a d and 
b c, and drawing a horizontal line into the 
diagram at the level of the bracket inter. 
secting a b in p and b c in q, the broken 
line a p q c then being the bending moment 
diagram, the maximum value being p r or 
r q, whichever is the greater. This treat. 
ment is only correct when the ends of the 
columns are free, but the solution in other 
cases is too complicated for simple treat. 
ment. 

Stanchions are also subject to bending 
moments due to racking due to the effect 
of wind and other horizontal forces; indeed, 
in some structures, notably in travelling 
cranes and water towers, these bending 
moments produce the greatest stresses 
which the stanchion is called upon to resist. 

The student is therefore warned that 
any simple treatment, including a con. 
sideration of these matters, should be 
looked at with some caution, as it may well 
be simple only in appearance and at the 
expense of an approximation to the actual 
conditions arising. Unfortunately, the cal- 
culation of the straining actions, which has 
been only lightly touched upon in this 
chapter, is not calculated on the side of 
safety, and those who ignore these matters 
ought at any rate to be quite sure that 
their factor of safety is large enough to 
make adequate provision for them. 

A prudent designer makes a point, when 
there is a doubt, of erring on the side of 
safety, and only those who can eliminate 
the doubt by assigning accurate values to 
the stresses due to all these various strain- 
ing actions can safely produce the most 
economical design. In these matters we 
must secure safety at all costs. If on this 
we can superimpose the ability to produce 
a really accurate analysis of stresses, then 
our safety can be obtained with economy. 

When the stresses from all these strain- 
ing actions have been properly coinputed, 
the maximum stress is to be compared with 
the safe stress for the particular slender- 
ness ratio, taken from an _ appropriate 
diagram, such as Fig. 30 or Fig. 31. The 
design of stanchions (like much other 
engineering design) therefore becomes a 
matter of trial and (where necessary) of 
correction, though an experienced engineer 
will make a very near trial first time.

ROADS AND PATHS. 


Notc.—The following specification is suitable 
for the roads and paths of heusing schemes, Xe. 
Concrete and tar-mac roads are not dealt with, 
as these usually come under the supervision of 
the local authority. 

If the roads when completed are to be taken 
over and maintained by the local authorities, 
the specification should be approved by the 
authorities concerned before the work is com- 
menced. 

Item. 

518.7All materials and workmanship are to be of 
quality approved by the architect. 

519. Hardcore as far as practicable is not to 
exceed half-brick size for roads and of smaller 
size for paths free from foreign matter and 
may consist of (a) quarry refuse; (6) slag ; 
(c) brick-rubbish, consisting of hard, well- 
burnt broken bricks; (d) well-burnt refuse 
destructor clinker ; and (e) gravel or ballast. 

520. STONE FOR WATERBOUND MacapamM.— 
All material is to comply with the British 
Standard Specification, No. 63, for sizes 
of broken stone and chippings. Road stone 
is to be gravel, flints or other approved 
material, and broken to a 2 in. gauge. 

§21. TAR-SPRAYED Pavrine.—Paving for foot- 
ways to be slag, gravel, or other approved 
material, broken to 1l}in. standard gauge 
with sufficient material of }in. gauge to fill 
the interstices during rolling operations. 

Limestone chippings, spar, sand or other 
approved materials (free from dust), not larger 
than will pass through a }in. square mesh, 
is to be used for gritting. 

522. Kerss.—The kerbs to carriageways to be 
Yin. x 5in. concrete cast in moulds, or 
in situ, as required, finished off to a smooth 
surface with one edge slightly rounded. 

The top and outer surface to roadway,to the 
thickness of 2 in., to be composed of one part 
of cement to three parts of granite chips to 
pess Jin. ring and the core to be composed 
of one part of cement to six parts of slag or 
other material. To be cast in one operation. 
_ Joints to be neatly struck in one operation 
in cement mortar. 

Granite kerbs can be specified if required. 

523. MATERIALS.—Cement, sand, cement mor- 
tar, aggregate for concrete and lime mortar 
to be as previously specified in Concretor or 
Bricklayer. 

Bricks to be as previously specified, those 
to manhole linings to be of an impervious 
nature, 

Salt-glazed ware pipes for soil or surface 
water sewers or drains are to comply with the 
British Standard Specification, No. 65, for salt- 
glazed ware pipes. Those for soil sewer or 
drains are to be British Standard tested ; 
those for surface water sewers or drains are to 
be British standard. 

Road gullies are to be salt-glazed ware and 
properly trapped. 

Manhole covers and gully gratings are to 
be of cast-iron of good tough, close-grained, 
sound grey metal, free from all cracks, air- 
holes, twists, porous places, fractures, dis- 

_ tortions, or other defects. 

524. SvRipPING TURF.—The approved turf on 
the site of the roads is to be cut, stripped and 

_ Stacked for relaying. 

O20. SURFACE somL.—The vegetable earth or 
other surface soil is to be removed and 
deposited in separate heaps for use or disposal 

as to .y be directed. 

<CAVATION.—The site of the carriageways, 
ys and margins is to be excavated or 
to the levels formed to the widths and

consolidated. All soft places are to be

properly formed as specified is to be lightly 
forked over to a depth of 6 in. and brought 
to a prepared and level surface, and upon the 
surface this prepared turf is to be carefully 
laid, beaten, well watered and _ rolled. 
Approved turf removed from the site of the 
roads and stacked as previously specified is to 
be used if in good condition. 


536. Roxvine, for the purpose of consclidating 


the foundations and finished surface of the 
footpaths, and for consolidating the gravel 
and grass verges, is to be done with a hand- 
roller weighing not less than 6 cwt., and as 
often as is necessary to ensure proper 
consolidation. 





All kerbing is to be carefully 
and accurately laid so that it is true in align- 
ment or to the required curves. The front 
face is to be vertical, and the top surface true 
to the required levels. The kerbing is to be 
firmly and evenly bedded on a layer of clean, 
sharp gravel or good dry clinker, 6in. in 
thickness, and the joints are to be neatly 
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formed, butt joints well grouted with cement- 
mortar. The height of the kerbing above the 
channel is in no case to be less than 3 in. or 
more than 7 in. 


SEWERS (SOIL AND SURFACE WATER). 
Item. 


538. ExcavaTion.—Excavate for the sewers, 
manholes, &c., in open trenches to the lines, 
widths and depths indicated on the drawings, 
to such depths only as are requisite for 
correct and regular gradients, and any trench 
which may have been excavated to a greater 
depth than necessary is to be filled in to the 
required level with concrete. 

Provide an even bed for the barrel of the 
pipe, and when a concrete bed is not specified 
the floor of the trench is to be properly shaped 
under the sockets and barrels of the pipes. 

539. SHortne.—All excavations to be securely 
shored, timbered and propped up, and all 
necessary steps are to be taken to prevent 
damage to all water and gas mains, lamp 
columns, service piping, or any other appa- 
ratus connected therewith, together with 
any walls, buildings, or other properties, 
which may be disturbed or injured during 
the progress of the works. If directed, the 
timber is to be left in the trenches or excava- 
tions, and such timber will be measured and 
paid at the scheduled rates out{of the pro- 
visional sum provided for that purpose in the 
bill of quantities. 

540. Pumprne.—aAll trenches and excavations 
to be kept free from water during the pro- 
gress of the works. 

541. Removine Svurpius.—The surplus ex- 
cavated material is to be disposed on the 
site as directed. 

542. MATERIALS RE-USED.—AIl materials ex- 
cavated from the works are to be at the 
disposal of the contractor so far only as use 
can be made of them for the purposes of this 
contract, subject to the approval of the 
architect. 

543. ARTICLES OF VALUE.—AII fossils, coins, 
or other articles of antiquity or value what- 
soever, which may be found in carrying out 
the works, are to be immediately delivered 
into the custody of the architect or clerk of 
works by the person who shall discover 
them. 

544. Reriurnec.—When a length of sewer has 
been completed, tested and approved, the 
trench is to be at once filled in. The best of 
the material taken out of the trench is to be 
used for this purpose. Where the pipe is 
not surrounded with concrete, the first layer 
of selected material free from stones is to be 
carefully placed round the pipes, so as not 
to injure or disturb them, well watered and 
trodden in to a depth of 9 in. over the pipes. 
The remainder of the filling is then to be 
punned in layers of not more than 6 in, with 
an iron punner, and, where necessary, sufficient 
water is to be used to consolidate the filling. 

545. ROADS AND FOOTPATHS TO BE MADE GOOD. 
—When the sewers are laid in existing streets, 
the material forming the surface and founda- 
tions of the carriage or footway is first to be 
removed, kept separate, and set aside in heaps 
for replacement when the trench is filled in. 
Any deficiency is to be made up, and the 
surface of all carriageways and footways 
disturbed by the execution of the works 
to be made good to the same thickness, and 

_ of the same material, as the existing street. 

546. LAYING AND JOINTING SALT-GLAZED WARE 
prpes.—All salt-glazed ware pipes are to be 
of the quality previously specified, and of the 
several dimensions indicated on the drawings. 
They are to be laid in the respective positions 
shown on the plan, and at the respective 
depths shown on the sections. 

The sewers are to be made and left water- 
tight, and no trench in which pipes have been 
laid, and the joints made, is to be filled in 
until the cement has set and the length of 
sewer has been tested, if so required, and 
approved. All lengths of sewer are to be 
laid in perfectly straight lines between 
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manholes with all necessary and proper bends, 
junctions and reducing pieces. 

All pipes to be fitted together if required 
to ascertain the best alignment before being 
lowered into the trenches. 

Each pipe is to be laid in the trench singly, 
with the barrel and socket let into the shaping 
and recesses formed therefor, so that the pipes 
may have an even bearing throughout their 
length. 

The joints are to be carefully made by first 
inserting and caulking a double ring to tarred 
gaskin and afterwards filling with cement 
mortar (2 of sand to 1 cement), the joint 
being finished with a neat fillet bevelled off 
from the outer rim of the socket to the barrel 
of the inserted pipe. The inside of all pipes 
is to be left perfectly clean and free from 
obstructions of any kind. 


547. ConcRETE AROUND PpIpEs.—Soil sewer 


pipes to be laid on 6 in. of concrete (8 to 1), 
1 ft. 8 in. wide for 6 in. pipes, 2 ft. wide for 
9 in. pipes, and 2 ft. 3 in. wide for 12 in. 
pipes, and to be haunched up with similar 
concrete to centre of pipe. 

When soil and water sewers are laid at a 
greater depth of cover than 12 ft. or a less 
depth of cover than 4 ft. 6 in. under carriage- 
ways, they are to be entirely surrounded 
with concrete. 

The concrete is not to be dropped on to 
the pipes from a height, but is to be carefully 
lowered and filled in round the pipes and 
allowed sufficient time to set before the 
filling in of the trench is commenced. 


648. JUNCTIONS AND CONNECTIONS.—Y junc- 


tions for gully and house connections, fitted 
where necessary with a proper stopper secured 
with weak lime mortar, are to be inserted 
on the sewers (soil and surface water) in the 
positions shown on the drawings and else- 
where where directed. 

All junctions and connections are to be 
laid complete up to the gullies or forecourts 
prior to the construction of the road, and 
their position marked. 

549. Manno.tes.—The manholes are to be 
built in the positions shown on the plans, 
and in accordance with the detail drawings. 

They are to be of 9 in. brickwork set in 
cement mortar upon concrete basis 9 in. in 
thickness. Brickwork below 8 ft. in depth 
is to be 14 in. thick. 

Where not otherwise shown on the draw- 
ings the chamber is to be 3 ft. square inside 
in plan, and the brickwork is to be corbelled 
over to receive the cast-iron cover frame. 

The frames are to be square with covers 
22} in. diameter cast-iron “heavy traffic” 
ee to be bedded in cement on the 

rickwork or stone or concrete slab and the 
covers left flush with the surface of the 
ground or roadway, as the case may be. 

Salt-glazed half-channel pipes of the 
required size and curves are to be laid and 
bedded in cement on the concrete base to 
the same line and fall as the sewer, unless 
otherwise indicated on the drawings. Both 
sides of the channel pipes are to be benched 
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up in concrete, and rendered in cement 

? in. in thickness, and formed to a slope of 

not less than 1 in 12 to the channel. 

The ends of all pipes are to be properly 
built-in and neatly finished off with cement 
mortar. Where the diameter of the pipe is 
9 in. or more, a 44 in. ring arch is to be turned 
over the end. 

Where the depth of the invert exceeds 3 ft. 
below the surface of the ground, galvanised 
wrot-iron step irons of approved pattern are 
to be built in the brickwork every four courses, 
with such additional hand-iron as may be 
necessary for safety. 

550. Roap GuLLIEs.—Road gullies as previously 
described are to be 18 in. diameter and 3 ft. 
6 in. in depth, with 6 in. outlets to be fixed in 
the positions shown on the plan. They are 
to be set upon a concrete foundation 6 in. thick 
and surrounded with concrete 6 in. thick. 

Put to each 18 in. by 16 in. heavy cast-iron 
frames and grids, set on concrete or brick- 
work above the gully, so that the grid finishes 
flush with the channel of the carriageway, and 
6 in. salt-glazed ware pipes connecting each 
gully to the sewer laid and jointed in cement 
as previously specified. 

551. SEWER VENTILATORS are to be provided at 
the heads of all sewers and elsewhere as 
shown, connected to manholes where possible 
with salt-glazed ware pipes, not less than 6 in. 
in diameter, jointed with cement mortar and 
surrounded by concrete 6 in. thick. 

Where it is impracticable to connect to a 
manhole, a lamphole is to be constructed of 
salt-glazed ware pipes of the same diameter 
as the sewer, but not exceeding 12 in., rising 
vertically from a square junction off the 
sewer. The junction pipe is to be bedded on 
concrete 12in. thick throughout its length, 
and the pipes forming the lamphole shaft are 
to be surrounded with concrete 9 in. thick, and 
finished at the top with three-course brickwork 
corbelled out to receive a cast-iron cover and 
frame of approved pattern having a clear 
opening of not less than 11 in. 

The ventilating shaft is to be of cast-iron 
6 in, diameter, with large socket joints made 
with caulked lead. 

Where the shaft is attached to a building it 
is to be carried to a safe height above adjacent 
chimney-pots or windows. In cases where 
the shaft is not fixed to a building, an inde- 
pendent column is to be erected on an 
approved site not less than 25 ft. in height, 
with its base securely bedded in a block of 
concrete as shown. 

A rust chamber is to be provided at the 
foot of each shaft and a galvanised wire cage 
is to be fixed at the head of all ventilating 
shafts.

CHURCH ARCHITECTURE 


At a meeting of the Scottish Ecclesiologica] 
Society (Glasgow Centre) a paper written by 
Professor Gourlay on “Church Architecture 
Down the Ages,” was read by Mr. Alexan:er 
M‘Gibbon, A.R.I.B.A. It had long been jis 
desire, wrote Professor Gourlay, to show (1) how 
Glasgow Cathedral fitted happily into the 
general scheme of the history of Church arvhi- 
tecture ; and (2) since the recent demolition of 
St. Enoch’s steeple and church, it had appeared 
to him to be advisable to deal similarly with 
these buildings, for the steeple was an example 
of the Scottish Renaissance style, and the church 
belonged to the Graeco-Roman-Revival period ; 
and (3) to form a descriptive record of them 
before their distinctive forms passed from our 
memories. An artist took great pains to have 
detail right, and Church architecture was largely 
studied during part of the nineteenth century 
as if it were a matter of beautiful small parts ; 
but this view was a narrow one, for a building 
might be a work of the highest quality in archi- 
tecture without possessing such small parts, the 
too intimate study of which took the mind away 
from the essentials of architectural design, of 
which composition, proportion and scale were 
three of the most important. Detail was really 
an essential of architecture only under certain 
conditions. In the course of a descriptive 
account of notable examples of the various 
periods and styles of architecture, Professor 
Gourlay wrote of St. Enoch’s steeple that the 
general proportions of the various parts of tower 
and spire were so admirable that to add to or 
take away from it would have been to destroy 
the perfection of itsform. Hence it was a first- 
rate architectural design—a masterpiece which 
reflected the greatest credit upon its architect, 
James Paterson. The difficulty of retaining and 
incorporating the steeple into the design. tor the 
later church was admirably overcome by the 
talented architect, David Hamilton, who 
grouped the parts of his building together into 
a most harmonious composition. In conclusion 
Professor Gourlay referred to the great life that 
was pulsating to-day in British architecture. 
Works of fine art like Liverpool Cathedral and 
many other churches were instinct with freshness 
in design and in suitability to modern conditions. 
Their architects learned all the highest qualities 
belonging to previously erected churches and 
then created new works to suit modern life. 
No wonder their designs were so full of interest, 
for they were proceeding on a sound basis, sure 
to result in the erection of beautiful churches 
that would be a joy to all lovers of the creative 
art of Church architecture.

Workmen’s Compensation. 


Two decisions turning upon dependency 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act have 
recently been given. Section 8 subsection (1) 


of the Act of 1925, gives increased compensation 
where “ the workman leaves a widow or other 
member of his family (not being a child under 
the age of 15) wholly or partially dependent 
upon his earnings and in addition leaves one 
or more children under the age of 15 so 
dependent.” In Pritchard v. Bettisfield Colliery 
Company (1925, 2 K.B. 284) where the work- 
man left a widow and an illegitimate grand- 
child under the age of 15, it was unsuccessfully 
argued that the words “ member of his family” 
governed the passage which follows so as to 
read “‘and inaddition leaves one or more children 
members of his family under the age of 15 years 
so dependent,’’ so excluding illegitimate children. 
Now “ dependants’’ are defined by section 4 
subsection (1) as follows: The dependants of 
a workman entitled to claim compensation 
under this Act where the injury results in 
death are such of the members of the work- 
man’s family as were wholly or in part depen- 
dent upon the earnings of the workman at the 
time of his death, or would but for the in- 
capacity due to the accident have been so 
dependent, and where the workman being the 
parent or grand parent of an illegitimate child 
leaves such child so dependent upon his earn- 
ings, or being an illegitimate child leaves a 
parent or grandparent so dependent upon his 
earnings, shall include such an_ illegitimate 
child and parent or grandparent respectively.” 

By subsection (3) “member of a family is 
defined as ‘ wife or husband, father, mother, 
grandfather, grandmother, stepfather, step- 
mother, son, daughter, grandson, grand- 
daughter, stepson, step-daughter, brother, sister, 
half-brother, half-sister,’’’ but this definition 
differs from that contained in the Act of 1906 
which was considered in the above case by the 
addition of the words at the commencement : 
“In this Act unless the context otherwise 
requires’’ an addition which would have 
assisted the Court in that case, for the Court 
held that the intention indicated by the words 
of section 2 of the Act of 1923 then in force, 
now section 8 subsection (1) in the Act of 1925, 
was by the words “in addition ’’ to include all 
dependent children of a certain age and to 
ascertain who those are the definition con- 
tained in section 4 subsection (1) has to be 
consulted which includes the illegitimate children 
there mentioned. We discussed this point in 
the eighth article of our series on Workmen’s 
Compensation, March 5 last, and in our note 
to the above case we referred to the case of 
Scott v. London and North Eastern Railway 
Company where Pritchards case was relied 
upon to include a claim in respect of two 
twin illegitimate children of the widow of 
a, workman but by another man_ before 
her marriage. The deceased workman used out 
of his earnings to pay his wife 23s. a week, and 
out of this sum she paid a certain sum for the 
expenses of the children, who lived with her 
This claim was disallowed both by the 
county court judge and the Court of Appeal, 
but the case has now been carried to the House 
of Lords, where the decision of the Courts 
below was affirmed and the claim dismissed. 
(The case is reported Weekly Notes, November 
13.) Lord Dunedin is reported as having 
ch terised this claim as preposterous, for

the : ‘egitimate children were neither dependants 
of deceased workman nor members of his 
far within the meaning of section 4. We 


ha. always considered the extension of the 
Wor!.men’s Compensation Acts to include the 
illes:timate children of a workman an extra- 
ordinary piece of legislation ever since it was 
first introduced in 1906, for an employer knows 
whether or not he is employing a married man 
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and can estimate his liabilities, but he may 
never have any knowledge at all of the existence 
of illegitimate children, and their inclusion is 
even more serious now that an additional sum 
is granted as compensation where there are 
children, as the presence of children, whether 
legitimate or illegitimate, raises the maximum 
compensation from a lump sum of £300 to a 
lump sum of £600. 

The whole question of dependency is curious 
from the employers’ point of view, as we think 
is shown by the recent case Bloor v. Owners of 
the Ship Sutton, reported in the Times, 
November 23, 1926. The deceased workman 
was a@ seaman and a bachelor engaged in the 
coasting trade. Beside what he earned as a 
seaman he had a disability pension for war 
service of £1 a week. When he was ashore he 
lived with a married sister who was living with 
her husband, a man who earned on the average 
£4 6s. a week. When the deceased was at sea 
he paid his sister the £1 he received as a pension, 
and when he was on shore he paid her 30s. for 
board and lodging. The county court judge 
held that although mainly supported by her 
husband the woman was partially dependent 
upon her brother and he awarded her compensa- 
tion. Dependency is a question of fact and the 
Court of Appeal held as there was some evidence 
to support the finding the appeal could only be 
dismissed. It is not stated in the report what 
compensation was awarded or whether it was 
based on the £1 allowance or on a surplus from 
the sum paid as board. 

By the Act of 1923 a new subsection was 
added on the subject of dependency which is 
now section 4 subsection (2) in the Act of 1925, 
which runs: “ A person shall not be deemed to 
be a partial dependent of another person unless 
he was dependent partially on contributions 
from that other person for the provision of the 
ordinary necessities of life suitable for persons 
in his class and position.’’ We discussed this 
subsection at length in our seventh article on 
Workmen’s Compensation, February 19 last, but 
this case goes rather outside those we there 
referred to. If a woman is living with her 
husband the law holds him responsible for her 
maintenance, and the degree of that maintain- 
ance is his station in life ; in other words, he has 
to supply her with necessaries suitable to his 
position, and if every contribution made from 
an outside source such as a brother is to be 
taken into consideration very difficult questions 
arise. In this case, for instance, what may 
have been a voluntary allowance made by the 
brother on the supposition that the married 
sister was his only dependent, and the compen- 
sation was based upon the £1 allowed, has 
converted the compensation payable from a sum 
for funeral expenses not exceeding £15 into a 
sum which has to be ascertained as “ reasonable 
and commensurate to the injury”’ to the 
dependant. 

Hitherto the nearest case to the above, but 
decided before the new provision above men- 
tioned contained in section 4 subsection (2) was 
passed, was Montgomery v. Blows (1916, 1 K.B. 
899). There a married woman living with her 
husband and their five children claimed to be 
partially dependent upon her father who had 
been killed by accident. For five years before 
his death her father had lodged with the 
applicant and her husband paying 13s. a week 
towards the household expenses. The husband 
was earning £2 9s. a week and allowed his wife 
23s. for the housekeeping, she being under the 
impression that his wages were only 30s. The 
household expenses were 36s. The county 
court judge had held that there was an excess 
left from the father’s payment, and some 
services rendered, after allowing expenses, of 3s., 
but that the applicant was not a dependant 
and the Court of Appeal affirmed this finding as 
the husband provided the home and the whole 
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means of living and if there was any profit 
arising from the payments from the deceased it 
belonged to the husband, who could not claim 
as a dependant. This case was decided when 
the rule laid down in Main Colliery Company 
v. Davies (1900, A.C. 362) in the House of Lords 
applied that what had to be regarded was what 
the family was in fact earning and what the 
family was in fact spending, but the additional 
definition contained in section 4 subsection (2) 
hardly seems to make a difference in the principle 
of the decision; indeed, it rather complicates 
it, for it imports uncertainty into what is 
intended by ‘the necessaries of life suitable 
for the dependant’s class and position ’’ if an 
allowance to the wife by some relative is allowed 
to alter that standard as provided by the 
husband and which in law he is liable to provide. 

The liability of employers as regards the 
dependants of their employees has steadily been 
extended by the Legislature, and the principle 
adopted in the original Act of 1897 was much 
more reasonable where “dependants were 
defined by reference to Lord Campbell’s Act 
and included a husband, wife, parents and grand- 
parents and _ step-parents, children, grand- 
children and step-children. 

Whilst dealing with Workmen’s Compensation 
cases we may note a decision on a point of 
practice. Notice of motion to appeal to the 
Court of Appeal has to be served on the parties 
and the appeal has to be entered within twenty- 
one days from the date of the judgment or order 
appealed against. Signed copies of the judge’s 
notes have also to be obtained and lodged. 
In a recent case, the notice of motion had been 
served upon the respondent, but the appeal had 
not been entered within the prescribed time as 
the judge’s notes could not be obtained. On an 
application to the Court of Appeal to give leave 
to appeal, although the appeal had not been 
entered within the prescribed time, the Court 
indicated that it was not necessary that the 
judge’s notes should be lodged at the time 
the appeal was entered, although they must be 
obtained before the appeal appeared in the daily 
list. In this case the Court gave leave to appeal, 
but indicated that in future relief might not be 
granted on a mistake of this kind. 


The Repair of Bridges. 


A case is briefly reported, Attorney-General v, 
Hornsey Borough Council (Weekly Notes, 
December 4), which appears somewhat the com- 
plement of the case, Regent Canals & Docks Co. 
v. Gibbons (1925, 1 K.B. 81; The Builder, 
December 26, 1924). There the defendant’s 
predecessor in laying out a building estate had 
by agreement with the Canal Company con- 
structed a bridge over a canal feeder, under- 
taking to keep the bridge in repair until the road 
and bridge were “ taken over and maintained ”’ 
by the local authority. Subsequently, the local 
authority had declared the roads to be highways 
repairable by the inhabitants at large under 
Section 152 of the Public Health Act, 1875, and 
this was held to relieve the defendants from any 
further liability under their agreement to keep 
the road and bridge in repair, as by section 4 
of the Public Health Act, 1875, the word 
“street ’’ is defined as including any highway 
and any public bridge not being a “ county 
bridge.”’ In that case, the Court observed, 
“It may be that some day a dispute will arise 
and have to be determined between the canal 
company and the other persons interested in 
this bridge who will have to repair it, but I am 
satisfied, having regard to the agreement 
between the parties, that the defendants are no 
longer bound to repair it.”’ 

In the case, Attorney-General v. Hornsey 
Borough Council, now reported (ubi sup.), in 
1882 an estate was developed by the making of 
roads and the erection of houses, and in the course 
of this development seven bridges were carried 
over the New River, which intersected the estate. 
Subsequently the seven streets carried over the 
river by these bridges became highways repair- 
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able by the inhabitants at large, and having 
become in need of repair, this action was taken 
by the Attorney-General for a declaration that 
the Borough Council were liable to repair and 
keep them in repair, and the declaration was 
granted, the bridges not being county bridges and 
being included in the “ streets’’ by the Public 
Health Act, section 4. 

The case is very briefly reported at present, 
all the authorities relied upon not being cited, 
but in both cases reliance by the plaintiffs in the 
first case, and by the defendants in the second, 
seems to have been based upon the case, Great 
Eastern Railway v. Hackney District Board of 
Works (1883, 8 App. Cas. 687). The decision 
in that case, however, turned upon the fact 
whether a railway company which had erected 
a bridge to carry a roadway over their line 
in a cutting were liable to contribute to the 
making up of this roadway as a “ new street ’’ 
under the Metropolis Management Act, 1855, 
and it was held that the level of the railway line 
and slopes being much below the level of the 
roadway, the company were not ‘ owners of 
land bounding or abutting on the roadway.” 


THE RENT ACT, 1928 


Section 2, subsection (1) of the Rent Act, 1923, 
which decontrols houses in certain eventualities, 
has caused considerable difficulty in interpre- 
tation. The material portion of the sub- 
section is as follows: “‘ Where the landlord of 
a dwelling house to which the principal Act 
applies is in possession of the whole of the 
dwelling house at the passing cf this Act, or 
comes into possession of the whole of the 
dwelling house at any time after the passing of 
this Act, then from and after the passing of this 
Act, or from and after the date when the land- 
lord subsequently comes into possession, as the 
case may be, the principal Act shall cease to apply 
to the dwelling house; Provided that, where 
part of a dwelling house to which the principal 
Act applies is lawfully sublet, and the part so 
sublet is also a dwelling house to which the 
principal Act applies, the principal Act shall not 
cease to apply to the part so sublet by reason of 
the tenant being in or coming into possession 
of that part, and if the landlord is in, or comes 
into possession of, any part not so sublet, the 
principal Act shall cease to apply to that part, 
notwithstanding that a subtenant continues in, 
or retains, possession of any other part by virtue 
of the principal Act.’’ It will be seen that the 
subsection is drawn in the language of late years 
only to be found in Acts of Parliament, and 
apparently intended to obscure and not to 
explain the intentions of the Legislature. Where 
the landlord comes into possession of his house 
as a whole there is no difficulty in the sube 
section, but where part of the premises are sub- 
let then difficulties arise. 

In Dunbar rv. Smith (1926, 1 K.B. 360; The 
Builder, December 25, 1925), a house had ever 
since August, 1914, been let off separately in 
three floors. In 1923, after the passing of the 
Rent Act, 1923, one of the tenants gave up 
occupation of thé first floor and a person who 
for the purpose of that case was treated as the 
“landlord ’’ came into possession of that floor. 
The county court judge had held that this did 
not decontrol this floor, being under the impres- 
sion that under the first part of the subsection 
there must be “ possession of the whole house.” 
A Divisional Court, constituted of two Lords 
Justices of Appeal, reversed this decision, hold- 
ing that each portion of the house let separately 
was a dwelling house to which the principal Act 
applied, and the landlord having come into 
possession of one of the portions it became de- 
controlled. This seems covered by the words 
at the end of the proviso, “If the landlord 
is in, or comes into possession of, any part 
not so sublet, the principal Act shall cease to 
apply to that part notwithstanding that a sub- 
tenant continues in or retains possession of any 
other part by virtue of the principal Act.” 

Now, although the defendant, Smith, in the 
above case, was treated as “landlord,” owing 
to the point that he was a “tenant” not 





having been raised in the Court below, he was 
in fact a tenant of a superior landlord, and 
in Catto rv. 


Curry (1926, 1 K.B. 460; The 
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Builder, March 12, 1926), a case which raised an 
exactly similar point as to all the facts as in 
Dunbar v. Smith, except that the defendant 
was a tenant of the whole house from a superior 
landlord, it was held that, as a mesne tenant, 
he came within the words in the middle of the 
proviso, “the principal Act shall not cease to 
apply to the part so sublet by reason of the 
tenant being in or coming into possession,” 
and the portion of the house he had come into 
possession of was not decontrolled. But where 
the tenant is holding on a long lease at a ground 
rent, the case, Finey v. Gougoltz (1926, 2 K.B. 
322; The Builder, June 11, 1926), shows that, 
if the rent is less than two-thirds of the rateable 
value of the house (see section 12 subsection 7 
of the Act of 1920), then the tenant may te 
deemed a “landlord” for the purposes of 
section 1 of the Act of 1923. Such being the 
points hitherto decided on this section, we must 
now consider a very recent decision, Doulin +. 
Parcell. By an agreement, defendant had taken 
the whole of a house within the Rent Acts on 
a three years’ term, at a rent including 
rates and insurance of £2 12s. 6d. a week. The 
agreement was dated November 24, 1922. In 
November, 1924, he sublet four of the rooms 
to the plaintiff Doulin, at 25s. a week. In March, 
1925, the defendant bought the freehold of the 
house. No part of the house had been let 
separately before November, 1924. In August, 
1926, the plaintiff had applied for an apportion- 
ment of the rent, but the defendant contended 
that the house had become decontrolled under 
section 1 of the Act, as he (the defendant) had 
been in possession of the whole house at and after 
the passing of the Act. 

It appears to have been contended that the 
words in the proviso, ‘‘ where part of a dwelling 
house to which the principal Act applies is 
lawfully sublet,’ meant lawfully sublet at the 
time the Act came into force, but a Divisional 
Court held that the words “lawfully sublet ” 
were merely a description of the position when 
the question arose, and that the proviso applies 
where there is a dwelling house sublet, that is to 
say, the sub-tenancy being in subsistence the 
house was not decontrolled. 

From the cases we have referred to, the same 
result would appear to follow, for the defendant 
would appear never to have been in possession 
asa “landlord ’’ when part of the premises were 
not sublet, as he himself had let the four rooms 
when he was only a “tenant” on the three 
years’ agreement, andasa “landlord ”’ he never 
came into possession of the part sublet. 


LAW REPORT 
PARTY-WALL CASE. 

A DEFERRED judgment was given recently on 
a point of interest to builders by Judge the Hon. 
W. B. Lindley, at Barnstaple County Court. 
William Slee, builder, of Barnstaple, claimed 
£61 5s. 9d. from William Charles Hammett, also 
@ builder, as half the value of a party wall used 
by the defendant in building a house in Corona- 
tion-street, Barnstaple. Plaintiff built his house 
in 1909, ending with a party wall in which were 
chimney breasts and flues for the next house. 
It was not until 1926 that defendant built his 
house on to it. No question was raised either 
as to the latter’s right to build on to the other 
house or his liability to pay something, the 
issue in dispute being the amount which ought 
to be paid and how it should be ascertained. 
Plaintiff claimed half the present value, which 
brought in the increased cost of building to-day, 
but defendant contended that he should not be 
called upon to pay more than half the original 
cost of construction in 1909. 

The Judge said that the increased cost of build- 
ing had not put the plaintiff to any additional 
expense, and therefore defendant should pay 
half the cost of the actual erection only. It 
appeared, further, that plaintiff's figures were 
based upon an ordinary contract price giving 
the builder a profit, but as the builder in this 
case was also the owner he was entitled to the 
actual expenditure only. His Honour thought 
a reasonable figure would be £19 12s. 6d., for 
which he gave judgment. As defendant had paid 
£19 15s. into court, plaintiff must pay defend- 
ant’s costs from the time of that payment in.

The Report contains much useful information 
set out under comprehensive headings and almost 
provides a complete guide to the surveying 
profession. The various sections are : (1) Intro. 
duction, with definitions; (2) Profession of 
Surveying; (3) Professional Education: (4) 
Surveying Instruction in Technical Institutes : 
(5) Conclusions. We give here some extracts 
from Section (4) :— 


Instruction in Institutions working under 
Regulations of the Board of Education.—* Courses 
of instruction for surveyors and others are 
arranged at various Technical Colleges and 
Institutes, At a few Institutes the work is 
conducted mainly in evening classes, but there 
is full time day instruction covering a period 
of three years. The students of these day 
courses are in general youths between 16 and 
19 years of age, who have received a Secondary 
School education before entering upon their 
technical studies. Many of the subjects of 
study for surveying purposes also relate to 
Architecture and Building.” 


Evening Classes in Technical Institutes.- 
“Evening courses and classes in surveying 
subjects are held at a large number of technical 
institutions in the principal towns in England 
and Wales. Some of these classes, such as 
those in Land Surveying, Quantities, &c., are 
arranged to meet the common needs of students 
engaged in a variety of cccupations allied to 
and including surveying. Such _ students 
include architects, builders, draughtsmen, sani- 
tary engineers and quantity surveyors, as well 
as estimators and persons engaged in office, 
clerical and technical occupations relating to 
building and estate work.”’ 


Technical Schools.—‘‘ Classes in surveying 
subjects and intended mainly for Surveyors 
or Auctioneers are held in London at the 
Polytechnic, Regent-street, Northern Poly- 
technic Institute, L.C.C. School of Building. 
the City of London College, Wandsworth Poly- 
technic, Westminster Technical Institute, Ful- 
ham Commercial Institute, and Brixton Com- 
mercial Institute.’’ 


Students,—“ Statistics of the enrolment of 
students in classes of architecture, surveying. 
building, and the building crafts in the London 
Technical Institutions for the Session 1925-1926 
show that 463 individual students describe 
themselves as surveyors or as coming from the 
offices of surveyors, auctioneers, or estate 
agents. The same returns give 607 and 805 
respectively as the number of students from 
architects’ and builders’ offices.”’ 


Scholarships.—** The London County Council 
offer to youths of 16 or 17 years of age a number: 
of Intermediate Scholarships, tenable at Tech- 
nical Institutes, Polytechnics, Schools of Archi- 
tecture, &c., on the results of an approved 
‘first School’ examination. The awards may 
be held by scholars till the end of the schoo! 
year in which the age of 19 is reached. There 
are also Intermediate Technical Scholarships 
of similar type tenable at senior full time 
courses in Polytechnics and Technical Institutes 
and designed to qualify students of good general 
education and ability for professions or for the 
higher posts in technical industries. There are 
also special Senior Scholarships tenable to! 
two or three years at Institutions of the types 
mentioned above. The College of Estate 
Management annually award to deserve 
students certain courses of free tuition for 
examination for which the College prepares 
candidates.”’

Chemical Compound for Treating Stone. 

Sir,—Could you give any information regard- 
ing a method of treating stone with sulphate of 
ammonia, bicarbonate of soda and copperas, or 
some such combination ? The method is greatly 
used in France, and has been used also in thi: 
country. The stone is first soaked with water 
and then treated with a solution of the com 
pound. In the case of soft stone it seals the 
pores and preserves them from decay. Marble, 
if treated with it, will retain the high figuring 
which shows up when the stone is wet, and dies 
down when it becomes dry. If you could put 
us in touch with the manufacturer we should be 
greatly obliged. J. M. 


Damp Walls. 
[Repures To “ X. Y.,’’ DEcEMBER 17, 
“* INTERESTED,’ DECEMBER 24. ] 
Str,—** Interested *’ cannot see how slates are 
going to be fixed to the inner face of a damp 
wall, except by nailing them to battens, but it 
seems obvious that the correspondent who 
recommended this interior vertical dampcourse 
intended the slates to be bedded in cement 


AND 


mortar. This suggestion is a good one, apart 
from the objection that it is always extremely 
difficult to ensure that the slates are solidly 
bedded. The bricklayer holds the slate in a 
horizontal position and carefully “ butters ’’ one 
side with cement mortar. When he transfers 
the ‘“‘ buttered ’’ slate from the horizontal to a 
vertical position more often than not the soft 
mortar slides down, and even if part of it does 
not slip off, the top portion of the slate is left 
with a hollow bed. Of course, it will be said 
that the slate and its bed should be rubbed into 
intimate contact with the wall, but the mechanic 
knows that any undue manipulation adds to the 
fluidity of the mortar, and involves the prob- 
ability of the slate slipping down. The difficul- 
ties are greatest in the application of the second 
course of slates, which are necessary to break 
joint, as the cement bed is between two-non- 
absorbent surfaces and does not stiffen quickly. 
The extra thickness of a vertical slate damp- 
course and the finishing coats of rendering and 
skimming will, of course, involve some projec- 
tion in front of the existing plaster face to the 
upper part of the wall. 

A rendering of two parts of clean, coarse sand 
to one part of waterproofed cement, provides a 
simple and permanent remedy. The surface 
should be finished with an }in. skimming of 
absorptive plaster to prevent condensation. 
Ordinary lime putty setting stuff gauged with 
plaster is excellent. If a stronger finish is 
required special plasters could be used. 

It is unreasonable to expect any liquid coating 
applied to the inner face of a wall to keep back 
structural dampness. The province of such 
preparations is in the outside treatment of walls 
to prevent penetration by rain, but even there 
any thin film or surface dressing is bound to be 
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worn away by continued exposure and will 
therefore require frequent renewal.

scope of this column to deal with queries in 
this way, I should be grateful if you would 
permit me to suggest to your correspondent 
that he should not make use of any meaningless 
substitute for good honest materials. The 
whole beauty of a brick surround to a fireplace 
is in the honest outcome of craftsmanship, 
because it is the natural treatment during a 
certain age, or because it is the honest repetition 
of a past tradition. Without the craftsman- 
ship, the mere semblance of brickwork is an 
absurdity. If your correspondent wishes to 
produce the brick effect, let it be done in bricks. 
If, on the contrary, he wishes to save money, 
let him adopt an honestly economical form of 
construction. One of the cheapest and most 
satisfactory I have used myself, is to render 
the surround in Parian cement, leaving it its 
natural tone, and embedding in it a single 
small marble tile set as a diamond. There 
are other ways of dealing with this feature in 
an honest fashion and with small expense.j ;~

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Midland Branch.

Unver the auspices of the Midland Branch 
of the Institute of Builders, a lecture was 
given by Dr. R. E. Stradling, Director of 
Building Research of the Government Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, in 
the large theatre, University College, Notting- 
ham, on Thursday, November 25. In the 
unavoidable absence through illness of the 
Chairman of the Branch (Mr. Geo. Elvins), 
Mr. W. Lbeswerth presided, and the attendance 
numbered about 110, including a considerable 
number of builders from various towns in the 
Midlands. The title of the lecture was 
‘* Building Research '’ and was the second of 
a series to be given by Dr. Raymond Unwin 
(of the Ministry of Health) and Dr. Stradling 
to various branches of the Institute of 
Builders. The first of the series was given 
at Cardiff by Dr. Unwin on November 18. 

In his introductory remarks Dr. Stradling 
discussed briefly the reasons for some of the 
difficulties at present encountered in building 
practice and the need for research. After 
giving one or two examples of these difficulties 
he pointed out that present-day practices had 
grown up over very long periods of time and 
were really the application of results obtained 
empirically by past generations. The methods 
depended for their efficiency upon the con- 
tinued existence of the same conditions for 
building as existed when they were developed. 
But, the lecturer pointed out, conditions 
had changed and the changes had contributed 
to the technical troubles now experienced. 
Before adaptation of methods could satisfac- 
torily be made, not only was it necessary to 
study the new conditions but it was equally 
important to investigate the old conditions and 
to ascertain why the standardised methods 
proved successful. The lecturer then gave an 
account of the buildings and apparatus at the 
Building Research Station at Garston, Wat- 
ford, illustrated by a number of lantern slides. 

In conclusion he appealed to the members 
to co-operate with the Building Research 
Station in order to make ite work fully effec- 
tive. In particular, he asked that early in- 
formation should be sent to the Station of 
any building troubles and failures of a tech- 
nieal nature which were of an unusual 
character. If the staff of the Research Station 
could help in any way, they would do so. He 
mentioned that the facilities of the information 
bureau at the Station were freely available 
to those interested, and gave an outline of the 
Research Department's scheme for the carry- 
ing out of investigations into special probleis 
for members of the industry. He would be 
glad to receive any members of the Institute 
at the Research Station and to arrange for 
them to be shown the work in progress there. 

On the proposition of Professor C. H. 
Bulleid, of the University College, seconded 
by Mr. G. A. Hewitt, of Leicester, a hearty 
vote of thanks was accorded Dr. Stradling for 
his lecture. The members of the audience 
were subsequently entertained to tea by the 
members of the Nottingham and District 
Association of Building Trades Employers. 


South Wales Branch. 
Levrure py Dr. Raymonp Unwin. 

Before a joint meeting of this Branch and 
the South Wales Institute of Architects 
(students also being present) a lecture was 
delivered on Thursday, November 18, by Dr. 
Raymond Unwin, D.Tech., F.R.I.B.A., Chief 
Architect, Ministry of Health, at the En- 
gineers’ Institute, Cardiff, on ‘‘ The Practical 
Need for Building Research.’’ In the absence 
of the Chairman, Mr. J. E. Turner, J.P., 
F.I.0.B., occupied the chair, and there was 
a fair attendance. 

The lecturer expressed his appreciation of 
the work of the Institute of Builders, which 
he hoped would have the effect of raising the 
standard of building and of defining that sec- 





tion of the work—viz.: the construction and 
erection of the building—which particularly 
belonged to the builder and contractor, as 
distinct from the plamning and designing, 
which were primarily the function of the archi- 
tect. Building, he said, was one of the most 
ancient of crafts, and its methods changed 
little for many centuries. Some were inclined 
to think that there was little new to be learned 
about it. Unfortunately, it could not be 
assumed that fundamental knowledge of a 
craft or industry followed long practice of it. 
Moreover, the great extension of building in 
modern times had altered the conditions 
materially, had involved the use of a much 
wider range of materials and methods of 
building, and called for the application of 
more scientific knowledge. Instances were 
given of tiles which failed to keep roofs 
weatherproof, of plaster ceilings which fell, 
of concrete beams which bent under the in- 
fluence of changes of temperature, and of con- 
crete composed of clinker or breeze which ex- 
panded to the disintegration of buildings, and 
other similar mishaps which were due to want 
of thorough scientific knowledge of the 
chemical and physical changes which took 
place, and of the action and inter-action of the 
different materials which were used in modern 
building construction. If the builder was to 
take his full share of work and responsibility 
in connection with sound construction, he 
should know more of the science of building, 
and should not merely be content to act by 
rule of thumb or follow the architect's 
specification. 

Some account was given of the relations of 
the Research Department in Washington to 
the American Industries, and of some of the 
advantages which have resulted to the build- 
ing industry by research carried out in regard 
to the nature of materials, the standardisation 
of parts and of specifications, and the organi- 
sation of building operations to meet seasonal 
fluctuations. During recent years, continued 
the lecturer, owing to the great demand for 
house building and other work, it had been 
necessary, if sufficient headway was to be 
made, to go outside the older methods of con- 
struction and to build a large number of 
dwellings of concrete and other newer 
methods; and in regard to these, many 
problems were raised which could only be de- 
termined by research. With a view to meet- 
ing this need, the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research had formed a Building 
Research Board, and a _ special Research 
Station at Watford, under Dr. Stradling, the 
Director, who was engaged on this work. 
First, they were making fundamental re- 
searches to try to establish for the building 
industry a definite science covering the various 
materials used and their inter-action; ques- 
tions of the expansion of materials by reason 
of variations in moisture, in heat, or in both, 
and the strains resulting from such variations; 
the inter-action of materials used for mortar, 
plaster, etc., and for various kinds of concrete. 
In addition to this, the Research Station was 
dealing with a large number of special in- 
vestigations, both practical and _ scientific, 
covering the causes of particular failures 
which took place in buildings and building 
operations, and clearing up difficulties which 
were raised, and answering questions or 
solving problems put to the Department by 
the industry or by representatives of other 
Government Departments. 

The lecturer sought to enlist the interest 
and co-operation of the Institute of Builders 
in this work with a view to raising the 
stundard of building construction, extending 
the materials which could safely be used, and 
assisting the industry to eliminate a number 
of difficulties and dangers from which its 
operations had hitherto tended to suffer, fre- 
quently not from any carelessness but simply 
from want of thorough scientific knowledge of 
materials and processes used. 


LIABILITY OF LANDLORDs 
UNDER THE HOUSING 
ACT 


A pEcIsIon of the Court of Appeal is reported 
in the case, Morgan v. Liverpool Corporation 
(The Times, December 17), which we draw 
attention to now, although we must reserve 
comment until a fuller report is available. 
The action was brought by a tenant of a house 
within the Housing Act who had sustained 
injury to his hand by the breaking of a window 
cord. There are many points in the case and 
all the judgments are not reported, but we refer 
to it only in connection with the Housing Act, 
Sections 14 and 15 of the Housing Act, 1909, 
are now in the consolidating Act of 1925, section 
1, and the material part of this section is sub. 
section (1) “In any contract for letting for 
habitation a dwelling house at a rent not 
exceeding ; (@) in the case of a house in the 
administrative county of London £40, (4) in 
the case of a house situate elsewhere £26: 
there shall notwithstanding any stipulation 
to the contrary be implied a condition that the 
house is at the commencement of the tenancy, 
and an undertaking that the house will be 
kept by the landlord during the tenancy, in all 
respects fit for human habitation. . .’ 

The point raised in this case was whether the 
landlord was liable for the above defect, no 
notice having been given to him by the tenant 
of want of repair. The Court of Appeal appear 
to have held unanimously that notice should 
have been given, and the judgment of the 
Liverpool Court of Passage awarding the 
tenant £24 was set aside. The case was compli- 
cated by the provisions of the Rent Act, 1920, 
section 2 subsection (2) as to the habitability 
of the house also being relied upon, but this 
does not appear to affect the above point 
decided by the Court unanimously. 

We recently dealt with this question of notice 
in a note to the case, Fisher v. Walters (1926, 
2 K.B. 315; see The Builder, September 24 last), 
where a Divisional Court held the landlord of 
a house under the Housing Act liable jor a 
latent defect, although no notice had been given, 
upon the ground that under the Housing Act, 
section 1 subsection (2) the landlord has a right 
of entry to inspect the premises ; but the Court 
of Appeal have now held that the rule as to 
notice applies whether or not there is a right to 
enter for inspection, and they referred to the 
cases, Murphy v. Hurley (1922, 1 A.C, 369), and 
Broggi v. Robins (15 L.T.R. 224). 

What we cannot at present say with certainty 
is whether the Court treated this defect or not 
as a latent defect. In Fisher rv. Walters (ui sup), 
the Divisional Court held the rule as to notice 
was confined to patent defects; thus, if this 
was a, patent defect that decision would not be 
overruled, whereas if the window cord was in 
a condition not to be patent the present decision 
of the Court of Appeal would overrule the 
decision of the Divisional Court. 





Malayan Town Planning. 

We have received lately an explanation and 
catalogue of the first exhibition in British 
Malaya of town planning and housing. ‘The 
Exhibition was arranged by the Department of 
Town Planning, F.M.S., under the direction of 
Mr. Charles C. Reade, M.T.P.I., the Government 
Town Planner. Amongst the exhibits were 
Ancient Town Planning in China and Europe; 
Early Town Planning in European Countries ; 
The Growth of Paris; several examples of 
modern Continental schemes, and a comprehen- 
sive account of Municipal Town Planning 
Great Britain, with special sections devoted to 
the Garden Cities, &c.; City Planning ™ 
America, Japan, and India, Australia, and, 
lastly, Malaya. No fewer than 33 plans, with 
data for survey, have been prepared for action 
by the Survey Department in connection \ ith 
approved schemes for sub-division and Te 
distribution.

Lion 


Act makes it tie auty of every person who 
employs other persons in painting buildings— 
whether he uses lead paint in his work or 
not— 

(1) To send to the Factory Inspector for 
the district in which his office is situated a 
written notice stating his name and the 
address of his office. (If he does not know 
and cannot readily obtain the Inspector’: 
name and address, the notice may be sert 
under cover to H.M. Chief Inspector of Fac- 
tories, Home Office, London, 8.W.1.) 


(2) To keep in his office a register of the 
persons employed by him in the painting of 
buildings and the work on which they are 
employed. Copies of this register in the pre- 
scribed form may be obtained through any 
bookseller or directly from H.M. Stationery 
Office at the following addresses :—Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2; 120, 
George-street, Edinburgh; York-street, Man- 
chester; 1, St. Andrew’s-crescent, Cardiff. 

(3) If any case of lead poisoning occurs 
among his employees, to notify it at once to 
the Factory Inspector and Certifying Surgeon. 

The Act empowers the Home Secretary to 
make Regulations for preventing danger from 
lead paint to persons employed in or in con 


nection with the painting of buildings, and 
draft Reguiations for this purpose are 
given hereunder. These Regulations follow 


the code agreed some time ago between the 
Home Office and the Painters’ and Decora- 
tors’ Joint Industrial Council and the National 
Federation of Building Trades’ Employers. 
It will be the duty of the employer to sec 
that these Regulations are properly carried 
out on any painting work which he under- 
takes. 

Employers are required to give the Factory 
Inspectors the necessary facilities for inspect- 
ing any painting work—the Inspectors being 
given by the Act the same powers of entry 
and inspection in any case where persons are 
employed in painting buildings as they have 
under the Factory and Workshop Acts in 
respect of factories and workshops. 

The Act also prohibits after November 18, 
1927, the employment of women or young 
persons under 18 in painting any part of a 
building with lead paint. This prohibition, 
however, does not apply to any woman who 
was employed at the passing of the Act in 
some employment which included the painting 
f buildings with lead paint, nor to any young 
person employed as an apprentice in the paint- 
ing trade under arrangements approved by 
the Home Office. 


Following is the substance of the Regula- 
tions issued by the Secretary of State :— 

In pursuance of section 1 of the Lead Paint 
(Protect on against Poisoning) Act, 1926, I 
hereby make the following Regulations for 
preventing danger from lead paint* to persons 
employed in or in cormection with the paint- 
ing of buildings.+ These Regulations may be 
cited a the Lead Paint Regulations, 1927, 
and shal! come into force on January 1, 1927. 


Part I. 
Duties of Employers. 


1.—(a) White lead, sulphate of lead, or 
products containing these pigments shall not 


* “Lead paint’? means any paint, paste, spray, 
‘topping, filling, or other material used in painving 
which, when treated in a manner prescribed by rules 
—_ by the Secretary of State, yields to an aqueous 
jAution of hydrochloric acid, a quantity of soluble 
tad compound exceeding, when calculated as lead 
Monoxide, 5 per cent. of the dry weight of the portion 


taken for analysis—see Section 7 of the Act il 
... By Section 7 of the Act, the expression “ building ” 
Includes “ fixtures.” 
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be used or procured for use for the painting 
of buildings except in the form of paste or 
of paint ready for use. 

(6) Lead paint shall not be stored, or 
transported, otherwise than in receptacles 
legibly marked as containing lead paint. But 
this provision shall not apply to receptacles 
(i) for preparing paint for immediate applica- 
tion, (il) for actual use in painting. 

2.—Lead paint shall not be applied in the 


form of spray in the interior painting of 
buildings. 


3.—(a) No painted surface shall be rubbed 
down or scraped by a dry process. 

(b) All débris produced by rubbing down 
or scraping of any such surface shall be re- 
moved before it becomes dry. 

(c) ‘The foregoing requirements shall not 
apply in any case where the employer after 
taking all reasonable stcps for the purpose has 
satished himself that the surface is not 
painted with lead paint in whole or in part 

4.—(a) There shall be provided for the use 
of persons employed in or in connection with 
the painting of buildings and liable to come 
into contact with lead paint a sufficient supply 
of water, soap, nail brushes and towels and 
at least one bucket or basin for every five 
persons so employed. 

(b) Five minutes shall be allowed to each 
such person for washing before each meal- 
time and before leaving work. 

5.—Suitable arrangements shall be made to 
prevent clothing put off during working hours 
being soiled by lead paint. Where practicable 
the accommodation so provided shall be out- 
side any apartment in which painting is being 
carried on. 

6.—Where the Chief Inspector of Factories 
gives notice to an employer that the incidence 
of lead poisoning among the persons em- 
ployed by him in or in connection with the 
painting of buildings with lead paint is cx- 
cessive, such employer shall make arrange- 
ments for the periodic medical examination 
of all persons so employed by him and for 
the suspension from such employment of any 
of such persons whose health is or appears 
likely to be injuriously affected thereby, in 
accordance with such conditions as the Chief 
Inspector of Factories may prescribe. 

7.—(a) The employer shall give to each 
person employed by him in or in connection 
with the painting of buildings when he is 
engaged, and subsequently on the finst pay 
day in each year, a copy of the prescribed 
leaflet containing special health instructions 
as to the use of paint. 

(b) A printed copy of these Regulations 
shall be posted in the workshop, paint store, 
and in any apartment in which the paints are 
mixed, on all jobs on which more than 12 
inen are employed in painting operations. 


Part II. 
Duties of Persons Employed. 


8.—Overalls shall be worn during the whole 
of the working period by every person em- 
ployed in or in connection with the painting 
of buildings and liable to come into contact 
with lead paint, and shall be washed at least 
once a week. 

9.—Every person employed in or in connec- 
tion with the painting of buildings shall de- 
posit his clothing put off during working 
hours so as to prevent it being soiled by lead 
paint, and for this purpose shall as far as 
practicable make use of the accommodation 
provided in pursuance of Regulation 5. 

10.—Every person employed in or in con- 
nection with the peinting of buildings and 
liable to come into contact with lead paint 


shall carefully clean and wash his hands 
before each meal-time and before leaving 
work. 


11.—Every person employed in or in con- 
rection with the painting of buildings and 
liable to come into contact with lead paint 
shall present himself at the appointed time for 
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medical examination when

so required by 


In a Home Office leaflet it is pointed out 
that the question may be asked what reason- 
able steps are open to an employer to satisfy 
himself that a painted surface is not painted , 
in whole or in part with lead paint. A rough 
test of an inexpensive character has been 
worked out by the Government Chemist 
which, the Secretary of State thinks, should 
be of great practical value to employers in 
this matter. ‘This test, details of which are 
set out below, is not a quantitive test, i.e., 
it will not determine the amount of soluble 
lead present; it is simply a test for ascertain- 
ing whether or not any lead is present in the 
material. If the employer obtains a negative 
result with this test, he will be justified in 
rubbing down or scraping with a dry process. 
On the other hand, if he obtains a positive 
result, it will be necessary for him to treat 
the surface as painted with lead, or if he 
thinks that the percentage of soluble lead does 


not exceed the permitted amount, to arrange 
for a full chemical analysis to be carried 


out in accordance with the prescribed method. 


Test for Ascertaining the Presence of Lead 
in a Painted Surface. 


Note.—This test is only a rough test, and 
will not show in any case the amount of 
soluble jead present in the surface. This can 
only be determined by applying the test pre- 
scribed in Section 7 of the Act, and the rule 
made by the Secretary of State thereunder. 
For the purposes of this test the following 
inexpensive utensils, all readily obtainable 
from dealers in chemical apparatus, will be 
required :— 

Nickel spoon with bowl about 1 in. long, 
3 in. wide, and 3-15 in, deep. 

Small porceluin casserole 
3 to 4 oz. 

Glass test-tubes 6 in. by } in. 

Aqueous solution of acetic acid of about 
5 per cent. strength. 

Aqueous solution cf potassium chromate of 
about 10 per cent. strength. 

Photographer's conical measuring glass of 
about 1 or 2 oz. capacity. 

Method of Applying the Test.—A_ levelled 
spoonful of scrapings from the painted surface 
is placed in the casserole. Care should be 
taken that these scrapings include all the 
coats down to the surfaco of the wood. One 
fluid ounce of the 5 per cent. acetic acid is 
poured over the scrapings and the mixture 
is heated over a fire or a gas flame or any con- 
venient source of heat until the liquid just begins 
to boil. It is then kept boiling very gently 
for about one minute, stirring up the solid to 
mix it thoroughly with the acid, and aftér- 
wards allowed to cool. The clear supernatant 
liquid is poured off from the solid matter as 
completely as possible into a clean test tube 
so as to obtain a liquid free from particles of 
paint. About 1-16th of a fluid ounce of the 
potassium chromate solution is then added to 
the liquid in the test tube. The mouth of 
the tube is now closed by means of the thumb 
and the tube is inverted a few times or 
shaken up to mix the contents. Tf soluble 
lead is present in the paint scrapings a yellow 
precipitate consisting of chromate of lead will 
be obtained. If the liquid remains Clear, lead 
in a soluble form is most probably absent. 
Care must be taken not to clasp the test tube 
tightly as test tubes being usually of thin 
glass are liable to break.

Remodelling of Bond-street Tube Station. 

The remodelling of the interior of Bond-street 
underground station (C.L.R.) is nearly complete, 
and work has now begun on the building of an 
entirely new station front, This will be of 
similar design to the new stations on the Morden 
line—namely, of Portland stone with grey 
granite bases and bronze facings. Flood lighting 
also will be installed, and the new station will 
have a frontage of nearly 40 ft. 
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GROUTING AT DONCASTER 
PARISH CHURCH 


Tuoven the present Doncaster Parish 
Churel: has been standing for only about 70 
years, having taken the place of a fine Por- 
pendicular building destroyed by fire in 1853, 
much of the fabric is perishing and steps are 
being taken to preserve what is generally 
recognised as one of the masterpieces of the 
late Sir Gilbert Scott. For the past year the 
Committee responsible for this work has con- 
fined itself to ‘the restoration of the tower, 
as recently pieces of the stone, chiefly consist- 
ing of portions of finials and crockets, have 
become dislodged from it and fallen on the 
roofs helow. 

When the scaffold was erected it was found 
that much of the ashlar work was of very 
little depth or bed, in some cases scarcely 
more than 3 in., and the intervening spaces 
hetween the outer and inner ashlar filling con- 
sisted of little more than rubbish. The bond- 
ing of the stones was also found to be bad, 
and im quite a number of instances there were 
mitres worked to a feather-edge and not on the 
solid. Iron had been used for cramps and 
dowels, and it was due to this that much of 
the stonework was cracked. 

The four main pinnacles were in a very bad 
state of repair, meny of the stones being 
cracked and the joints open as much as an 
inch. One pinnacle was found to have no 
bond whatever and merely rested on a canopy 
to an angle buttress, and in this case it was 
found necessary to take it down and rebuild, 
using a number of new stones for the purpos« 
of proper bonding to the parapet. The other 
three angle pinnacles were mado secure by 
cutting out the old and inserting new ashlar, 
making a proper bond, and having an adequate 
bed. New stones were worked for missing 
crockets and finials and secured with copper 
and slate dowels. 

As previously stated, the space between the 
exterior and internal facings was composed of 
imlifferent rubble filling, and it was therefore 
decided by the Fabric Repair Committee, upon 
the recommendation of their architects, 
Messrs. Walker & Thompson, FF.R.I.B.A., 
to call in the services of Messrs. Blandford & 
Gee, cementation and consulting engineers, of 
Doncaster. Upon close inspection of a place 
where the internal filling could be examined, 
the opinion was expressed that, by means of 
injection of liquid cement under pressure, th 
€xisting spaces among the rubble between 
the ashlar work could, after carefully pointing 
the joints, be satisfactorily filled and the 
whole fabric strengthened to a degree pre- 
viously non-existent. 





Grouting Apparatus employed at 
Doncaster Parish Church. 
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An interesting feature in connection with 
the cementation work at the Doncaster Church 
is that, whereas in the greater majority of 
works of this nature the work is commenced 
from the top, in restoring this tower the start 
was made at the bottom of the defective por- 
tion, the cement being forced upwards. The 
operation of cementing comprised the drilling 
of a systematic series of holes through the 
outer skin of the tower. Pumping operations 
were then commenced upon the lower series 
of holes, when the cement grout was forced 
in until it rose to the next higher series of 
holes. At this stage connection was then 
made to the latter series of holes and pumping 
operations resumed until the whole space from 
the bottom to the top was filled up. Some 
idea of the nature of the interior of the walls 
may be gained by the fact that over 12 tons 
of cement were used in the process of grouting. 

The following description of the apparatus 
employed, in conjunction with the accompany- 
ing photograph, may be of interest :—The 
apparatus consists of two vertical cylindrica] 
containers connected at the top by a pipe and 
three-way cock to a cement mixer surmounting 
them. By suitably manipulating the cock it 
is possible to fill either container at will. 
The containers are also connected at the top 
by a pressure supply pipe, to which is attached 
a three-way cock, allowing water to be sup- 
plied under pressure from a pump, e.g., a 
hand pump, to either container at will. At 
the bottom the containers are connected by a 
pipe and three-way cock to the cementation 
flexible pipe, through which the cement milk 
can be forced from one container or the other 
to the work in hand. Each container is pro- 
vided at the bottom with a drain cock. 

In operation, cement is mixed in the mixer 
and run into one of the containers which is 
empty. The drain cocks, water-supply cocks 
and cement pipe cocks are closed. When the 
container is full the mixer cock is closed. The 
cementation pipe cock and pressure water 
cocks are then opened and the cement milk 
forced out of the container through the cement 
pipe to the work, e.g., cementation of a wall 
or pillar. The other container, meanwhile, is 
cut off from the mixer, water pump and cement 
pipe. When the water under pressure has 
driven all the cement milk out of the container 
the three-way cocks are closed and the water 
emptied out of the container by the drain cock 
for use in making up a further batch of 
cement. The cylinders are used in alternation, 
so that there is practically a continuous supply 
of cement milk under pressure. More than 
two containers or several pairs of containers 
may be used if desired. 

It will be seen that the pressure under 
which the cement milk is supplied can be 
controlled at will by varying the pressure of 
the displacing water. Since only clean water 
passes through the pumps, there is none of 
the wear and tear on the parts which would 
take place on passing the coment milk through 
the pumps. Moreover, the apparatus is very 
compact and especially suitable for hand-work 
upon scaffolding or in limited spaces. The 
apparatus is not only applicable to cementa- 
tion; it may be applied to the supply of other 
suspended solids in water or other liquids. 
Pressures as high as 500 lb. per sq. in. can 
he conveniently employed. 


Development of Skegness Sea Front. 


A letter from the Skegness Pier Company, 
Ltd., of which the Earl of Scarborugh is the 
chairman of directors, has been considered at a 
special meeting of the Skegness Council. The 
letter stated that the contemplated development 
of a portion of the seashore by the Council 
emphasises the desirability, from the standpoint 
of the company, of rendering the pier more 
attractive to visitors, and of bringing it into line 
with the progress of the town. It was decided 
that the surveyor prepare a plan embodying the 
proposed development of the whole of the 
Council’s sea front, and submit the same for 
consideration prior to an interview with the pier 
directorate.

Brick and Timber Houses. 


The possibilities of bricks and timber respec- 
tively in helping to solve the housing problem 
have been discussed at a London County Council 
meeting. 
Lieut.-Colonel C. B. Levita, the chairman of 
the Housing Committee, declared that the 
difference in the annual deficiency was due to 
the fact that their loan for the timber houses had 
to be repaid in 40 years as compared with 60 
vears in the case of those constructed of brick. 
Rather their actual cost was less, and he thought 
the Housing Committee was right in trying to 
get the maximum production within @ given 
time. From the point of view of delivering the 
goods, he deprecated that 25 per cent. of the 
houses should be animadverted upon in that 
way, adding that he was absolutely unrepentant 
in advising local authorities to try to dilute their 
means of production by building wooden houses. 

Mr. Percy Harris, M.P., said that, 1 his 
opinion, brick houses were an easy first, concrete 
second, and timber third. Steel houses, he con- 
sidered, came last by a very long way. Mr. W. 
Reynolds said that within four miles of the 
County Hall there were wooden houses which 
had stood for 100 years and were still in very 
good condition. — 

Mr. Coppock moved as an amendment a 
representations be made to the Minister ss 
Health asking that a less strict definition —— 
meaning of the completion of houses —ee 
for the purpose of the subsidy should be a¢' 7 
upon.” This was accepted by the chairmen ° 
the Housing Committee. 
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PLUMBING TRADES 
NATIONAL 
APPRENTICESHIP COUNCIL 


A meetinc of this Council was held in 
London at the Institute of Plumbers on 
December 14, when it was reported that an 
Areal Council had been set up to work the 
Apprenticeship Scheme in North-East Lanca- 
shire and District, the first meeting having 
been held at Accrington on December 7. It 
was also proposed to form an Areal Council 
for Southport and South-East Lancashire— 
operations to begin with the formation of a 
Committee at Southport. 

At the request of Mr. Scott, the Council 
unanimously resolved to approve the Appren- 
ticeship Scheme already being worked by the 
North-East Coast Committee, which was sub- 
stantially the same as that of the National 
Council. The speaker reported that 110 
plumbing apprentices were actually working 
under the Scheme. Favourable reports were 
received as to the progress of the Scheme in 
the Manchester area, where all apprentices of 
18 and under were gradually being brought 
in and indentured under the Scheme. Steps 
were also being taken to inaugurate the 
Scheme at Coventry, and Grimsby, Cleethorpes 
and District. It was resolved that a special 
effort be made to secure the adoption of the 
Scheme in Nottingham and District, and 
Messrs. Cox & Thacker undertook to make 
another move to establish an Areal Council in 
the West Riding area. 

The Honorary Secretary reported that, in 
response to his request, the United Kingdom 
Lead Manufacturers’ Association had agreed 
to add the Barrow-in-Furness Technical School 
to the list of schools entitled to participate in 
the Lead Supply Scheme for plumbing classes. 
He regretted to report, however, that notwith. 
standing a further letter from the Council, 
seconded by the intervention of Mr. Worling, 
the Scottish Lead Manufacturers’ Association 
could not see their way to promise similar 
terms to plumbirg classes in Scotland con- 
ducted by State or Rate-aided Institutions. 

A motion moved by Mr. Hoey, in the 
absence through illness of Mr. Sigsworth :— 


“That we discuss the advisability of ap- 
proaching the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers and National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Operatives with a 
view of getting them to adopt our Appren- 
ticeship Scheme,’’ 


was, after some discussion, postponed for 
further consideration at a subsequent meeting. 
Tt was felt that further information should be 
obtained as to the probable attitude to such a 
proposal of those working Building Trade 
Apprenticeship Schemes. 

On the motion of Mr. Shea it was resolved 
that the Lead Manufacturers’ Annual Prizes 
should after next year only be awarded to 
candidates under the age of 21 years on 
June 30 in the year of the examination. 

_ The financial statement, audited by Mr. 
Thacker, was presented by Dr. Clay and 
approved. 

In the absence of other nominations, it was 
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motion of Mr. Cox, that the existing Honorary 
Officers of the Council be re-elected for the 
coming year. In returning thanks for their 
re-election, Mr. Lesser said that he and Dr. 
Clay would be pleased to continue to do all 
they could to further the progress of the 
Scheme, which at last really seemed to be 
making substantial headway. 





RATING OF MACHINERY 


Tue Ministry of Health has issued a useful 
booklet on the Rating of Machinery, being the 
Report of the Committee appointed under 
Section 24 of the Rating and Valuation Act, 
1925, and published by H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 1d. In this report have been clearly listed 
the various classes of machinery and plant to 
be deemed part of the hereditament. Classi- 
fication has been arranged as follows :— 

Class 1. Machinery or Plant (as specified in 
the Report).—(a) Used or intended to be used 
mainly or exclusively in connection with the 
generation or storage of power; or 

(6) Used or intended to be used mainly or 
exclusively in connection with the transforma- 
tion or transmission of power and forming part 
of the scheme or chain of all transformation 
and transmission of power between the generat- 
ing plant in or on the hereditament, or the 
point or points at which power is supplied to 
the hereditament. 

Class 2. Machinery and plant (as specified in 
the Report).—Used or intended to be used 
mainly or exclusively in connection with the 
heating, cooling, ventilating, lighting, draining 
or supplying of water to the land or buildings of 
which the hereditament consists, or the pro- 
tecting of the hereditament from fire. 

Class 3. Steam or other motors when used 
for driving any of the machinery or plant (as 
specified in the Report). 

Class 4. Lifts and elevators mainly or usually 
used for passengers. 

Class 5. Railway and tramway lines and 
tracks. 

Class 6. Any machinery or plant which is or 
is in the nature of a building or structure (as 
specified in the Report). 





THE HOUSING ACTS 


Houses Completed. 

Mr. Taylor asked the Minister of Health 
in the House of Commons recently if he 
would state the numbers of houses completed 
under the various Housing Acts; the numbers 
authorised, but not completed; the numbers 
built by local authorities and by private enter- 
prise, respectively; the numbers of local 
authorities and private enterprise concerned ; 
the numbers built for sale and to let, respec- 
tively ; the division as between urban and rural 
areas; and if he would state the particulars for 
each of the Housing Acts separately.

A Chair of Highway Engineering. 


The fund which the Worshipful Company of 
Paviors is raising to establish a Chair of High- 
way Engineering at London University has 
reached a point which makes it clear that it will 
be possible to carry out some scheme on the lines 
proposed. The plan, which has been drawn up 
in collaboration with the University authorities, 
contemplates the establishment of the Chair of 
Highway Engineering either at King’s or 
University College. A post-secondary school 
course, lasting for three years, is proposed, 
following the ordinary course of studies for the 
B.Se.Eng., with modifications in the second and 
third years. It is suggested that the degree 
shall be known as B.Sc. Highway Engineering 
and that diplomas shall be granted. There will 
be an entrance examination held annually, with 
two exhibitions of the value of £300, to be given 
to the two students obtaining the highest total 
of marks. Specialists, it is suggested, should be 
invited to give lectures and instruction on 
quarrying, the chemistry of tars and bitumens, 
road-making materials and physical tests, 
practical bridge construction, ferro-concrete con- 
struction, sewerage and sewage disposal, road 
construction and maintenance, and other 
matters. 


Transmission Factor in Window Glass. 


One of the important factors which has to be 
taken into account by an architect when 
planning for the adequate daylight illumination 
of rooms is the loss of light by reflection or 
absorption in the window glass. A round figure 
of 10 per cent. absorption is often assumed for 
glass of good quality, but this figure is much 
increased when the greater part of the light is 
incident at considerable obliquity as in the case 
of a window with an obstructed outlook. 
Further, the absorption of various kinds of glass 
used for roof windéws or for other special 
purposes, such as rough-rolled, Hartley’s rolled, 
prismatic, &c., may vary widely not only with 
the type and quality of the glass, but also with 
the obliquity of the light reaching it. The 
Illumination Research Technical Paper No. 2 of 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research (published by H.M. Stationery Office 
price 6d. net) gives the transmission of nine 
different kinds of commonly used glasses under 
three typical conditions, and should be of con- 
siderable value to the architect.

NEW BUILDINGS IN 
SCOTLAND 


Grangemouth. — Hovstne. — The Scottish 
Board of Health has approved of a scheme sub- 
mitted by the Town Council for the erection of 52 
houses of two and three apartments.

National Commercial College, a site has been 
purchased in Glasgow at a cost of £14,509 
The new building will have frontages to West 
Regent, Pitt, and Janes-streets. The building 
is expected to cost about £100,000, and the 
Scottish Education Department has approved 
the scheme, and agreed to pay 25 per cent, 
up to a maximum of £50,000 of the combined 
cost of both site and building. 


Dollar.—Brincr.—At a meeting of the 
Clackmannan County Council it was agreed to 
accept a recommendation of the Road Manage. 
ment Committee to erect a new ferro-concrete 
bridge over the River Doun at Rackmill, 
Dollar. The estimated cost is £12,000. 


Wick.—Hovses.—The Town Council has 
received a communication from the Housing 
Secretary of the Scottish Board of Health to 
the effect that the Board are prepared to approve 
the erection, with financial assistance under 
the Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1924, 
of 12 three-apartment houses—eight at West- 
banks site and four at Louisburgh site. 


Glasgow.—Exrension.—The Glasgow Cor. 
poration has agreed to make no objection to a 
proposal to purchase for the sum of £18,000 
& property at the corner of Saracen-street and 
Killearn-street, Possilpark, Glasgow, for the 
purpose of an extension of the Royal Glasgow 
Asylum for the Blind, on the understanding 
that the price is met from invested funds under 
the administration of the joint committee for 
the south-west of Scotland. The extension will 
provide accommodation for another 300 blind 
persons. 


Leith.—Lisrary.—It was intimated at s 
meeting of the General Committee of Edinburgh 
Public Library that the Lord Provost’s Com 
mittee of Edinburgh Town Council had approved 
of the conditions for competitive plans for the 
new library at Leith, and that competitors 
would probably be asked to submit designs.

Survey of English Bridges. 

The Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings is engaged on a survey of the ancient 
bridges of England for the purpose of making 
a complete record of those that still remain. 
The work was begun last summer, and up to 
the end of October over 500 bridges had been 
visited in the counties of Kent, Surrey, Sussex, 
South Wilts, Hants, Berks, South Devon, and 
Dorset, and nearly 200 measured and recorded. 
The society reports that a considerable number 
of these were stone bridges, built between 1750

and 1800, which was apparently a period of 
great bridge-building activity in the South of 
England. The bridges built before 1759 
numbered 76, of which 15 were built with ribs, 
eight had semi-circular and seven pointed 
arches, and the total number of bridges with 
pointed arches was 34. The majority of these 
bridges were found to be in perfectly sound 
condition, in spite of carrying heavy modern 
traffic, but in many cases the roadway was less 
than 12 ft, wide. Some of the bridges recorded 
have already been scheduled under the Ancient 
Monuments Act.
